1951 Oats, Barley, Rye to Get 
Support on Same Basis as 1950 


WASHINGTON~—-Barring a sharp | 


reversal of policy, the announce- 
ment this week by Charles F. Bran- 
nan, secretary of agriculture, 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
would support the 1951 crop of oats, 
barley and rye at the same relation- 
ship as currently exists between 
the corn price support and those of 


that | 


these other feed grains appears to | 


insure that an egg price support pro- 
gram will be available after Jan. 1, 
1951. 

This conclusion is reached on the 
basis of previous USDA policy in 
these matters. It is seen that the gov- 
ernment cannot consistently support 
prices of feed grains without some 
equitable and similar treatment for 
end products. Recently USDA an- 
nounced the continuation of egg price 
supports for the balance of this year 

For 1951 crop corn, price support 
is mandatory between 80 and 90% 
of parity as of October 1, 1951, but 
the corn crop price support level 
will not be announced until early in 
1951. At the same time the price 


support level for oats, barley and rye | 


also will be disclosed 
Follows Same Pattern 

The support programs for oats, 
barley and rye will be substantially 
the same as those now in effect 
through farm storage and warehouse 
storage loans and purchase agree- 
ments to producers which will be 
available from time of harvest 


through January 31, 1952. 


According to USDA, the announce- 
ment of support for the 1951 crops 
of these commodities is made at this 
time to give producers opportunity to 
match their planting plans to gov- 
ernment intentions. Price support for 
these commodities is discretionary 
with the secretary of agriculture 
under the provisions of the Agricul- 
tural Act of 1949, as amended. He 
may support nonbasic commodities 
at any level between zero and 90% 
of parity. However, as in past years 
he has decided that the support line 
for oats, barley and rye will be re- 
lated to the price support level of 
corn. This relationship has reflected 
the feeding value of these grains as 
compared with corn 

Flax Support Set 

The USDA also announced 
week that 195l-crop flaxseed will be 
supported at an average price of 
$2.65 bu.

SOUND attitude toward intra-industry competition was expreased re 
A cently by A. L. Ward, veteran director of the Educational Service 
National Cottonseed Products Assn. Inc. He was addressing a gathering 
of competitors the annual convention of the American Soybean Assn 

Mr. Ward introduced himself as “a competitor who was working for 
cottonseed oil meal before there was any soybean oil meal volume to com 
pete with our product But, he continued, “your competitor's activities 
helped to create the markets that you enjoy today. You are selling more 
soybean oll meal because your competitors have been working for many 
years to build markets for protein in this country.” 


Mr. Ward quoted from an advertisement of the National Cottonseed | 


Products Assn. in feed trade papers eight years ago which stated, in part 
“There's nothing wrong with peanut meal, soybean meal, linseed mea) or 
any of the other protein concentrates. They're all good feeds, just as cotton 
seed meal is. You can use any of these concentrates with confidence 


“The main job before all of us is to make sure that we sell and feed 
plenty of protein. There's ‘room’ in efficient rations for all of the protein 
we are producing, if the feed trade, educational institutions and all of us 
do the job of educating feeders to the need for plenty of protein in rations 

He then cited the similarity between the cottonseed advertisement and 
some statements contained in an editorial published in the June, 1950, issue 
of Soybean Digest 

“Livestock production is expanding in the United States faster than the 
production of high protein feeds Isased on current production of other 
protein feeds, it would require two and one half times as much soybean oi! 
meal as is now produced to provide balanced rations for U.S. livestock 
We've a long way to go before we reach the saturation of protein usag: 
in livestock feeding. But the industry, and we do mean the entire soybean 
industry, needs an organized sales program for soybean oi! meal.’ 


* * * 
N R. WARD pointed to the situation as a challenge that can best be 


met by a well organized sales and educational program designed to 

awaken buyers to their need for protein 

“If the protein producers are to measure up to the challenge resultiny 
from increasing livestock numbers; more meat and milk at less cost; more 
meat and milk per capita consumption; increasing consumption of conce: 
trated protein, we must have educational work in order to make sure that 
the livestock and poultry feeders use an increasing annual tonnage of 
concentrated protein feeds intelligently and economically. The use of p: 
tein feed must make a profit for the buyer, and more and more livestock 
producers must be made to recognize that an adequate use of protein means 
more profit for the grower and feeder. The grower and feeder must real) 
enough profit to make the business of livestock and poultry production at 
tractive to others. It is our job to keep livestock and poultry producers or 
a profitable basis.” 


The fundamental idea behind such educational service, Mr. Ward says 
is this 

“There is a need in this country for all of the protein concentrates we 
can produce-—and more. It is good business, good common sense for all of 
us to work together in educating livestock producers to feed efficiently If 
we do this—-do the job of selling protein as it needs to be done—-we will hav« 
satisfactory markets for soybean oi] meal, cottonseed oi] meal and the 
other protein concentrates 

“On the other hand, if we spend our time and money and salesmanshi; 
in fighting each other, we'll hurt ourselves as well as the other good pro 
tein concentrates. We'll create confusion in the minds of livestock px 


ducers. We will hamper the development of good feeding practices. We 
jeopardize our relationships with experiment stations, agricultural colleges 
and other public institutions serving the livestock producers, and fail t 


realize the full potentiality to the protein market that is possible.’ 


()*. of the basic policies of his own association, Mr. Ward said, has 


always been to feature the merits of its own products, avoiding com 
parisons or reflections on the merits of other feed products, or insinuations 
of lack of merit of other proteins 
“We are competitors in one sense,” Mr. Ward concluded, “but the real 
problem that all of us face with reference to feed products ts that of helping 


the livestock producer do a better job. We can do this mest effectively by 
working together on broad, constructive and aggressive programs of service 

“There is a real opportunity for our organizations to work together 
Perhaps you can foresee the value in some future day of all oilseed protein 
producers working jointly in an educational program which would supply 
articles, advertisements and other materia) stressing protein, while individual 
members do their own individual advertising of certain products and brands 
I believe that such a development would add much strength and effectiveness 
to all of our individual efforts.” 

The principles of intra-industry competition cited by Mr. Ward are 
of indisputable soundness, in our opinion. They can be expanded to all of 
the feed industry, including formula feeds. For feed utilization has by no 
means reached its limit. A vast potential is still unrealized. It is in the 
development of this potential through the cooperative efforts of the entire 
feed industry that future growth should lie, rather than in the narrower and 
often unprofitable scramble for some one else's customer. It is encouraging 
that this broader viewpoint has become increasingly obvious in recent years, 
because it indicates continued growth of the industry on a sound basis— 
through aiding the economical production of food in the feedlots

CROP REPORT ADVANCES 
COTTONSEED OIL MEAL 


MEMPHIS — While cottonseed oil 
meal futures on the Memphis Mer 
chants Exchange shot ahead this 
week, stimulated by firm cotton and 
oil futures markets and the lower 
government estimate of the cotton 
crop, the soybean oil meal side of 
the market declined. Influencing the 
latter were the lower government 
support price for beans and the Sep- 
tember estimate of the crop, indicat- 
ing a record outturn 

Action of the market served to 
widen sharply the price spread be- 
tween the two proteins. For the week 
ending Sept. 12 cottonseed oi] meal 
made gains of $2.25@3.25 ton while 
the soybean protein declined 10¢@$1 
ton. That left the October soybean oil 
meal delivery selling at a discount 
of $9.25 ton under October cotton- 
seed oil meal. The spread between 
other months was of almost equal 
proportions, emphasizing the supply 
situation which has completely re- 
versed the normal price relationship 
in which soybean oil meal usually 
commands a sizable premium over 
cottonseed oil meal. 

Trading has been on the increase 
with the beginning movement of the 
new crop, but is still largely confined 
to the nearby positions as traders 
show a reluctance to take posifions 
in the distant deliveries. The shadow 
of economic controls hovers over the 
market in opposition to inflationary 
influences making for an unsettled 
condition.

WASHINGTON An increasing 
tempo of military armament at an 
annual rate of more than 
dollars threatens to eclipse the do 
mestic industrial economic machine 
as more and more supplies of steel 
aluminum, copper and textiles are 
drained off civilian uses.

Former OPA officials present at 
the sessions declared that price and 
wage stabilization should be divorced 
from supply agencies and that before 
any steps to control prices are taken

Tacit acceptance of these recom- 
mendations by the former OPA staff 
officers appears to be found in that 
part of the President's statement 
where he announces the intention to 
create and Office of Economic Stabil- 
ization under which would be a wage 
Stabilization board and a price con- 
trol agency. Yet in this statement the 
President continues to emphasize 
that he will seek to maintain eco- 
nomic stability through voluntary ef- 
forts by industry, but if they fail, he 
said, “We will impose ceilings vigor- 
ously and promptly when the situa- 
tion calls for it.”

F. Brannan, secretary of agriculture, 
recently wrote the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee expressing 
the opinion that price control now 
appeared only necessary over rubber, 
tin and copper. Later he said he 
would not recommend cotton or cot- 
tonseed price ceilings at this time al- 
though both these commodities are 
selling at prices higher than the basis 
set in the defense act for ceilings. 

He said he would use other expe- 
dients first, such as tightened ex- 
port controls, removal of import quo- 
tas, abandonment of acreage allot- 
ments and marketing quotas for the 
next cotton crop and some other de- 
vices at hand. Subsequently an offi- 
to the secretary stated that 
run-up in cotton prices 
invalidate these remarks con- 
cotton ceilings and require 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
to “put out the fire.”

While the President has expressed 
dissatisfaction with the combination 
of price with wage controls on a se- 
lective basis, NSRB officials doubt 
that Congress will be asked at this 
time to amend this section of the de- 
fense act to give the administration 
greater flexibility of action 

The President said, “We cannot yet 
be sure that the new law permits 
effective use of selective controls. As 
a result we might have to resort to 
general controls before they are re- 
ally necessary. This may prove to be 
a serious defect in the law which will 
require correction.” 

It is understood that government 
attorneys have not yet been able to 
unscramble the tangle of the imposi- 
tion of price and wage controls on 
any selected commodity. Cotton, for 
example, if through necessity had to 
be controlled shortly, there appears 
to be no definition of how far ceilings 
would have to be imposed on wages 
and goods produced from cotton 


Provision for Protection 

The defense act contains a broad 
provision requiring that when selec- 
tive controls are used protection 
must be afforded other industries 
Since the feed industry makes use 
of cotton in bagging, it is not clear 
if Congress intended that price and 
wage controls would have to be ap- 
plied to this industry

Little Voluntary Action Seen 


It was later learned from White 
House sources that little action is ex- 
pected under voluntary agreements 
except such as those noted 
which obviously could be taken inde- 
pendently by business. Little will be 
undertaken until an economic sta- 
bilizer is appointed. Also noted was 
an exception to the organization ta- 
ble of the executive orders issued 
last week.

Educators Told 
of Need for Liquid 
Futures Market 


CHICAGO — The importance of 
keeping futures markets liquid was 
stressed by AllanQ Moore, vice presi- 
dent of Pillsbury Mills, Inc., in a talk 
at the Chicago Board of Trade's 
Grain Marketing Symposium Sept. & 
Mr. Moore discussed hedging opera- 
tions of flour mills 

Without a fluid futures market 
the speaker said, inventory risks 
would have to be passed on to either 
the grower in the form of lower 
prices for his wheat or to the con- 
sumer in the form of higher flour 
prices 

The two-day symposium, attended 
by 50 leading teachers of marketing 
at midwestern colleges and univer- 
sities, presented a number of other 
talks and panel discussions on the 
operation of the grain exchange 

The first day's morning session was 
devoted to first-hand study of the 
physical operation of the exchange 
The afternoon session was devoted 
to series of talks by prominent mem- 
bers of the Exchange, on subjects 
highly germane to the marketing 
course taught by the educators 

Everette B. Harris, secretary of 
the board, detailed much of the or- 
ganization of the board itself. This 
was followed by a paper entitled 
“The Services Rendered by a Grain 
Exchange” by Richard F. Uhimann, 
past president of the board of trade 
in which he showed how the develop- 
ment of the grain futures markets 
not only had expedited the process 
of forward selling, but also brought 
into the field a class of trader who 
was willing to specialize in the taking 
of price risks 

A discussion of “Futures Trading 
and the Economic Factors Influenc- 
ing Prices” was given by James S 
Schonberg of the Grain Exchange 
Institute. Mr. Schonberg pointed out 
that grain prices are determined by 
collective reasoning and action of 
the country as a whole. Preceding 
a panel discussion of the “Elements 
of a Futures Contract,” J. O. McClin- 
tock, executive vice president of the 
board of trade, stressed that as soon 
as the agricultura! production of the 
U.S. had expanded to the point of 
producing surpluses, and the demand 
for that extra grain became more 
widely expanded, the needs for this 
expansion were met by the founders 
of our present marketing system by 
the introduction of a futures delivery 
contract as an integral and important 
part of our marketing mechanism 
The highlights of the concluding 
session were talks by Edward J 
Kazmarek, vice president of the I)- 
linois Grain Corp.; Mr. Moore; Orrin

Controls on Farm Products Held 
Unlikely Because of Big Supply 


ST. LOUIS——The present supply of 
food and agricultural products is so 
great that there is little talk in 
Washington of controls over these 
products, E. G. Cherbonnier, advisor 
on feed, Grain & Feed Dealers Na- 
tional Assn. reports. 

Mr. Cherbonnier, who recently 
spent a week in Washington “major- 
ing om feed contacts in the US. De- 
partment of Agriculture,” said that 
perhaps a few persons at lower levels 
in USDA would like to see controls 
on farm commodities but that top 
level thinking is not in concurrence 
with that feeling 

The average US. diet is 3,300 calor- 
les a day Mr. Cherbonnier pointed out, 
while the military figures on 4,000 
calories, This, he added, would not 


make much of a dent in present 
stocks. 

“The alcohol people,” he continued, 
“are busy lining up molasses.” 

Mr. Cherbonnier’s comments on the 
Washington situation were contained 
in @ report to members of the grain 
and feed dealers’ group 


Cites Past Experience 

“During the last war there were 
a number of shortages caused main- 
ly by the extremely favorable feeding 
ratios set up by OPA and the con- 
sequent dislocation of normal move- 
ments of feed supplies,” he pointed 
out. “USDA received numerous com- 
plaints, many of which were from 
producers who had greatly expand- 
ed their feeding operations without

“The administration of controls 
and allocations is always a head- 
ache,” Mr. Cherbonnier 
“and we feel sure that our organiza- 
tion, its affiliates, the American Feed 
Manufacturers Assn. and various 
processors would be consulted before 
any regulations might be set up. All 
segments of our industry have a fine 
spirit of team work, and we have 
never been in better shape to demon- 
strate it 

“Some think that the various seg- 
ments of the feed industry should have 
ready a plan of ‘feed supply manage- 
ment’ on a voluntary basis, but not 
present it unless conditions change 
for the worse.”

“Our productive capacity is so 
much greater than in 1941 that even 
the new appropriations 
should not strain it too much,” he 
said. “For the present, we may have 
to go without no more than some of 
our luxuries.”

Names Are Worth 


By Paul Lockwood 


EED and grain dealers who do 
F any direct mail advertising wil! 

agree that their mailing lists 
of potential prospects and good cus- 
tomers are a most valuable asset 
Although this item is not shown on 
the firm's balance sheet, the names 
of the people on the mailing list are 
the measure of the success that can 
be expected of any direct mail cam- 
paign 

Assets are usually depreciated each 
year because they wear out, become 
obsolete or are used up. Scales, hand 
trucks and delivery equipment are 
not worth as much today as they 
were a year ago. There is a con- 
stant depreciation of these assets. 

Mailing lists depreciate, too. People 
move, customers die, new customers 
move into the trading area, and other 
people change their names. A mail- 
ing list that is 98% accurate today 
will be down to 95% accuracy in 
30 days. Depreciation of 3% in one 
month is using up an asset quickly. 

Requirements for a good up-to-date 
mailing list can be detailed as fol- 
lows: 

@ Every title should be absolute- 
ly correct.—Calling a “Miss” a “Mrs.” 
or a “Mr.” doesn't add to the pres- 
tige of the feed dealer addressing the 
envelope. Some people have names 
that could be either “Miss” or 
“Mr.,” and unless a great deal of 
care is used in addressing the direct 
mail, it will boomerange 

@ Every name should be 
and spelled correctly—We all like 
ourselves and our own names. When 
the direct mail advertising arrives 
addressed to P. instead of Paul it 
indicates that the advertising feed 
dealer is cutting corners on cost 
or isn't a very friendly dealer with 
whom to do business. 


Checking over correct spelling of 


names shouldn't be too difficult for 
any feed or grain dealer. However, 
many firms do neglect this detail 
During the past year, for instance, 


I have received mail addressed to 
“Lakewood “Lockwould, “Lock- 
worm” and “Lookwood.” Interesting 


but not very strong selling for these 
direct advertisers. Vanity is impor- 
tant in all types of selling, and in 
direct mail advertising it is a must. 

@ Every address should be cor- 
rect—Minor errors in addresses are 
usually rectified by the Post Office 
However, letters have gone astray 
when properly addressed as we all 
know. Dollars to the dead letter of- 
fice are the end result for any feed 
dealer who doesn't keep his mailing 
list up-to-date and complete with 
correct names and addresses 

Here are some suggestions made by 
direct mai] advertisers in the feed 
and grain field on how to maintain 
a mailing list 

@ Make it the responsibility of 
one individual—lIt is all right to “let 
George do it” if George knows it is 
his responsibility. Maintaining the 
mailing list should be the job of one 
person and only one. If everyone 
has a finger in making corrections 
on the mailing list, it will slowly 
deteriorate to a point where the 
names and the addresses will be 
valueless. ~ 

@ Check list at regular inter- 
vals—Most successful feed dealers 
who use direct mail advertising agree 
that a mailing list should be checked 
at least twice a year. When the 
mailings are frequent and one indi- 
vidual has the sole responsibility for 
the list, the constant checking may 
eliminate the necessity of this bi- 
annual list checking 

@ Have post office check names—

The following 
request should be printed in the 
lower left-hand corner of the en- 
velope 

‘Postmaster: If the addressee has 
removed, please notify sender on 
Form 3547, postage for which is 
guaranteed.’

@ Cheek with printed director- 
les—City directories and telephone 
books are checked and re-checked for 
accuracy on the spelling of the 
names. Checking the local mailing 
list against the telphone directory 
each time a new one is issued will 
prove most helpful 

@ Have local agency correct list— 
Some direct mail advertisers do not 
have the facilities or the time for 
complete mailing list checking. Lo- 
cal advertising agencies usually main- 
tain complete accurate mailing lists 
and will check grain and feed dealers 
lists against this master mailing list 
Fees for this checking may vary with 
the locality, but it is an avenue worth 
investigation by any feed dealer 

@ Ask the man who owns it—Peo- 
ple are proud of their own names, 
and by asking the addressee whether 
or not his or her name 


and address | 


is correct will produce an answer 
quickly if it isn't right. Simple direct 
requests or clever cartoons asking | 
for name and address corrections 
will get a good response. Be sure 


to provide a self-addressed postage 
free envelope or card for best results 
with this method

thorough going over. Where can he 
cut it, if he must? That is the $64 
question 

And that question poses a big prob- 
lem for the dealer whose overhead 
is loaded with fixed expense. Many 
do not realize that there are two 
kinds of overhead. Like “pigs is pigs,” 
overhead to them is just overhead 
the money they pay out when the 
property taxes are due, when the 
light company sends a bill. But over- 
head expense has a dual personal- 
ity. It contains fixed and variable 
expense, one as unlike the other as 
a gargoyle differs from Miss America 


Overhead seems less of a burden 
when sales are high because a high 
sales dollar keeps down the ratio of 
overhead expense to sales. And this 
is the crux of the problem today. | 
The dollars-and-cents size of over- 
head, which most businessmen con- 
sider paramount, is usually secondary 
as long as volume is high enough to 
keep down the ratio of overhead ex- 
pense to sales and assures the de- 
sired net profit 


Analysis Gives the Answer 


But, if war restrictions curtail | 
sales, or high taxes decrease the net 
on sales, then the dealer must “ride 
herd” on his overhead expense to 
show a satisfactory profit. Some deal- 
ers can cut their overhead more read- 
ily than others. Why? An analysis of | 
the burden will usually supply the 
answer. If your fixed expense is high 
in ratio to variable expense, you will 
have a harder time cutting overhead 
than if your fixed expense is in low 
ratio. To illustrate this point, we

Ratios Differ 

Off-hand, it would seem that both 
Dealer Smith and Dealer Miller were 
on an equal footing from the stand- 
point of operating efficiency. But no- 
tice that Dealer Smith has a ratio 
of 2 to 1, fixed to variable expense 
whereas Dealer Miller's ratio is re- 
versed. He has a ratio of 1 to 2, fixed 
to variable expense. In other words, 
Dealer Smith's fixed expense is twice 
his variable expense, whereas, Dealer 
Miller's variable expense is twice that 
of his fixed expense 

Now, say that in 1950 both dealers 
experienced a decrease in volume 
and so, they started slashing overhead 


expense wherever they could Both 
were successful in cutting variable 
expense 30%; the fixed could not be 
cut. At the end of 1950, Dealer 
Smith's books showed these figures 
Sales $101,400 
Cost of sales 60,340 
Margin of profit on sales $40,560 
Fixed expense $28 360 

Variable expense 9,926 

Total overhead expense 38,286 
Net profit on sales 2,274 


At the end of 1950, Dealer Miller 
also prepares a profit and loss state- 
ment and finds that his sales had 


dropped to about the same volume as 
Dealer Smith's with this result 
Sales $100.800 
Cost of sales 60,480

Fixed expense $14,110 
Variable expense 19.74

Fixed Expense Too High 
Why did Dealer Miller earn $4,182 
more net profit than Deaier Smith in 
1950" The joker lies in the ratio of 
fixed to variable expense. Dealer 
Smith's fixed expense is twice that 
of Dealer Miller; it is too high in 
ratio to variable expense. Both deal- 
ers cut their variable expense 30% 
indicating that they both were equal- 
ly adept with the nippers, but Dealer 
Miller's high ratio of variable expense 
enabled him tc use expense control 
more effectively. Dealer Smith, on 
the other hand, was stymied by too 
high a ratio of fixed expense. His pro- 
portion of variable expense was too 
low. Even though he cut close, his 
efforts were inadequate because of 
the high ratio of fixed expense, which 
he could not cut. Dealer Miller, with 
a bieger field to work in to effect 
economies, $28,200 in variable ex- 
pense to $14,180 for Dealer Smith 
took a big wallop at this portion of 
his overhead in 1950 and saved $8 
466, while Dealer Smith, with a low 
ratio of variable expense, could save 
only $4,254 
The figures and their variances are 
immaterial. Probably few dealers will 
show such wide variances. Neverthe- 
less, these figures show the point we 
emphasize, and that is never to let 
your fixed expense loom so high in 
ratio to variable expense that you 
can't effect economies when volume 
drops to a lower level because of a 
recession or because sales are cut by 
restrictions in a war economy. It 
makes no difference whether volume

is cut due to lower consumer demand 
or the pressure of government con- | 
trols. The dealer with a high fixed | 
expense ratio feels the same inpact, 
and he has a harder time to operate 
profitably 

Even if war restrictions do not de- 
press sales volume, high taxation will 
cut net profit, and here also, the deal- 
er with the lower ratio of fixed ex- 
pense is in a better position to offset 
the high tax bill with savings on his 
variable expense. In fact, the income 
tax is really a fixed expense, so high- 
er taxation will increase the existing 
fixed expense for all dealers. If a 
dealer with a high fixed operating ex- 
pense increases this burden more and 
more when taxes continue to pile up, 
he may get to a point where he can- 
not earn a profit regardless of how 
ably he manages his business. He 
may feel the pinch both ways—re- 
stricted sales volume because of con- 
trols and restricted profits because 
of high taxation. It also must be 
remembered that higher taxes are 
levied, not only to pay for the war 
effort but to restrict the buying 
power of the consumer and minimize 
inflation 

Fixed expense covers such items as 
depreciation, insurance, rent, occu- 
pancy expense, mortgage interest, 
property taxes and income taxes. If 
this burden is more than 20° of your 
total expense, or a ratio of 1 to 4, 
fixed to variable expense, you may 
have a hard time making a profit 
and you should be prepared to police 
your operations with precision control 
during the emergency 

After World War Il some dealers 
increased their fixed expense by mod- 
ernizing their existing equipment, 
buying additional units, enlarging 
their establishments. In a _ seller's 
market, with volume high and unre- 
stricted, and taxation lower than it 
will be, they could pay the high fixed 
expense resulting from these new in- 
vestments and not feel the pinch. In 
a wartime economy, this fixed burden 
may become a heavy drag on income 
unless steps are taken to minimize 
the load 

Many businessmen in the past have 
gone over the hill after investing too 
heavily in fixed assets because things 
looked rosy. Then when the worm 
turned, they had a hard time re- 
trenching. One good guide to safety 
on fixed investment is never let your 
fixed assets exceed net worth; other- 
wise, the business capital is frozen 
in slow liquidation, and fixed upkeep 
on the fixed capital will be abnor- 
mally high. 

We will not predict what the out- 
come of the present emergency will 
be or how it will affect the dealer 
with a high fixed expense. Circum- 
stances alter cases, and subsequent 
events may minimize the hazards that 
face businessmen. One thing we know 
and that is that the dealer should

‘Minerals in Animal Nutrition 


By M. Bethke 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The accom- 
panying article is an abstract of an 
address by Dr. Bethke at the frst 
Nutrition School for Feed Men, held 
Aug. 28-29 at the University of Wis- 
consin, Madison. Dr. Bethke is chair- 
man of the animal science depart- 
ment of the Ohio Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, Wooster. 

INERALS are one of the es- 

sential feed constituents of 

a complete ration. That they 
are indispensable is borne out by the 
fact that an animal will live longer 
without feed than on a feed totally 
devoid of minerals 

Minerals are required for many 
bodily functions. They are essen- 
tial in bone formation, blood regu- 
lation, heart action, nerve control 
muscle regulation, milk and egg pro- 
duction, etc. For successful growth 
and the maintenance of health the 
feed of an animal must contain a 
suitable assortment of minerals in a 
concentration of about 4% of the 
dry weight of the feed. 

An analysis of the body of an 
animal will show a total of between 
3 and 5% and a wide variety of 
mineral elements present. Experi- 
mentally, it has been found that the

Deficient in Some Minerals 

The common feedingstuffs supply 
many of, the essential mineral ele 
ments required for normal nutrition 
and performance. However, many of 
them are deficient in one or more 
of the necessary mineral elements 
which must be added to safeguard 
against a deficiency. For example 
the common grains (corn, wheat 
oats and barley) are not only low 
in total minerals but are particularly 
lacking in calcium, which is required 
in largest amounts. Likewise, many 


of the grain by-products are deficient 
in one or more of the essential min- 
erals. 

Grasses and roughages also vary 
greatly in their mineral content, de- 
pending upon the kind of plant and 
soil in which they are grown 

Animal and marine by-products 
feeds, om the contrary, usually 
abound in mineral matter and tend 
to correct the deficiency of the grains 
and grain by-products when used in 
the same feed mixture. According- 
ly, the necessity for supplementary 
minerals depends primarily upon the 
type of animal and the kind of ra- 
tion the anima! is receiving. 

There is sufficient information on 
the mineral content of feedingstuffs 
and on the mineral needs of our farm 
animals that not all of the 14 essen- 
tial minerals need to be added as spe- 
cial supplements to practical rations 
Of the 14, only eight, in addition to 
common salt, need be considered 
These are calcium, phosphorus, iodine, 
copper, cobalt, iron, manganese and 
fluorine. A deficiency of some of 
these in natural feeds is confined to 
certain geographical areas, and the 
need for including the mineral ele- 
ment in the feed of the animal is 
confined to the deficient area. For 
example, the Great Lakes area is 
known to be deficient in iodine; 
whereas, the coastal plains of North 
Carolina abound in iodine. Similarly, 
cobalt deficiency has been noted under 
practical conditions in certain areas 
of this country, including northern 
Wisconsin and Michigan, and not in 
others. Likewise, iron deficiency oc- 
curs in cattle in Florida and not in 
other sections of the country 

Calcium and phosphorus are the 
two elements required in the 
largest amounts They constitute 
about 70°> of the mineral matter in 
the body and 50% of the mineral 
matter in milk They are also es- 
sential for egg production. These two 
minerals are required in larger 
amounts by producing animals like 
dairy and laying birds than 
non-producing animals

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phosphorus. From a consideration 
of the above, it is apparent that the 
ration of farm stock is very frequent- 
ly lacking in these two mineral ele- 
ments and that additional sources 
of calcium and phosphorous must be 
supplied in the form of feeding lime- 
stone, bone meal, defluorinated phos- 
phates or dicalcium phosphate for 
normal health and optimum produc- 
tion and reproduction 

Salt supplies sodium and chiorine 
The feed of farm animals must in- 
clude salt for optimum performance 
The supplementary salt needs of 
ruminants (cattle and sheep) are 
greater than those of swine and 
poultry The supplementary salt 
needs of the latter species can be met 
by using 0.5% in their ration 

lodine. Because of the deficiency 
of iodine in the Great Lakes area 
ljodine should be considered an es- 
sentia] supplementary mineral. The 
iodine needs can be met by the use 
of iodized salt or its equivalent 

Iron and copper are essential in 
blood formation Ruminants and 
poultry under most practical condi- 
tions do not require supplementary 
sources of these minerals. Work with 
swine, on the other hand, has shown 
that some benefits result from the 
inclusion of some additional! iron and 
copper, especially in case of pigs 
reared and fed under drylot condi- 
tions 

Cobalt deficiency has usually been 
nasociated only with ruminants (cat- 
tle and sheep). Recent work at Ohio 
suggests that cobalt may prove bene- 
ficial in swine rations 

Manganese frequently proves to be 
a limiting factor in poultry nutrition 
Some benefits from the inclusion of 
manganese in swine feeds have also 
been reported. The use of 4 oz. of 
manganese sulfate per ton of poultry 
or swine feed should meet the re- 
quirements 

Fluorine is a norma! constituent of 
bone and teeth. This element will 
prove detrimental and toxic if fed 
in too large amounts. It will cause 
an enlargement and softening of the 
bones and teeth. Some species are 
more susceptible to fluorine toxicity 
than others. For example, the dairy 
cow is more susceptible to an over- 


dose of fluorine than the pig or 
chicken 

Certain natural-occurring calcium 
phosphates contain rather large 


amounts of fluorine. These should 
be avoided for animal feeding pur- 
poses. When these natural products 
have been processed properly to ma- 
terially reduce their fluorine con- 
tent (defluorinated phosphates), they

good sources of both calcium and/ 


can be used as good sources of cal- 
cium and phosphorous 

Experimental work has also re- 
vealed that consideration need be 
given to the proportion or ratio 
that one mineral element bears to 
another, if optimum results are to 
be expected. For example, the in- 
discriminate use of a ground lime- 
stone or calcium carbonate without 
giving consideration to the propor- 
tien of calcium to phosphorus may 
cause disastrous results. The old 
axiom that “if a little is good, a 
whole lot is better” will not work 
in mineral feeding 

Certain precautions must be ex- 
ercised in the compounding of min- 
eral mixtures and the amounts added 
to the rations of different classes of 
farm animals.

Pancakes for Promotion

the edges, is an American dish which 
tempts just about anyone who loves 
to eat. It is not only a breakfast food 
but a food which can be served at 
lunch and also for dinner. When you 
look over the menus at hotels and res- 


taurants, the ever popular pancake 
is always present, with plenty of 
takers 


What is of interest to feed deal- 
ers is that pancakes are one of the 
favorite foods used by businessmen’'s 
groups which stage large annual cele- 
brations, with some free food to all 
who attend. When the word is spread 
around that free pancakes will be 
served, farmers and townspeople alike 
mark the dates on their calendars 
and make plans to attend 

Many feed dealers handle pancake 
flour. Some use the flour for occa- 
sional demonstrations and free feeds 
and thus reap the benefit of more 
regular customers. It is an item which 
can do a great deal to aid the feed 
dealer in attracting a crowd for al- 
most any sale, any time during the 
year 

Along with the pancakes goes cof- 
fee, of course, even though it is reach- 
ing very high price levels 


Outstanding Record 
A milling firm which has an out- 
standing record of pancake flour pro- 
motions is the Doud Milling Co. of 
Denison, Iowa. This alert firm has 
participated in many community cele- 
brations where pancakes are served 
and for a period of 25 years has cov- 
ered many middle western states 
helping to supply celebrants with all 

the pancakes they want to eat 
The company’s first attempt along 


this line was in 1926, and the occa- 
sion was the Golden Cup Jubilee at 
Radio Station KMA, Shenandoah, 
lowa. The milling company baking 
staff has been going back to Shenan- 
doah every year since 1926, always 
serving enormous crowds at the cele- 
brations there 

H. L. Fitch, manager of the firm, 
states that he believes his firm is 
a pioneer in the pancake community 
celebration field. The company uses 
its Fidelity whole wheat pancakes 
for all these events 

Another outstanding fall festival 
which the Doud firm serves is the one 
held annually by Radio Station 
WNAX, Yankton, S.D.. where last 
year the firm served 96 pancakes 
every three minutes, or approximately 
2,000 cakes an hour over a period of 
several days, and there were always 
plenty of people there to take them 
as fast as they could be handed out 

Other large annual servings of pan- 
cakes handied by the Doud firm are 
at York, “Neb., and at the King Tur- 
key celebration at Worthington, 
Minn., each year 

Brings Extra Traffic 

There is little doubt that, when a 
community stages a celebration and 
offers free coffee and food, these re- 
freshments account for a lot of the 
extra traffic that comes to town 
Much of this traffic finds its way 
into feed and other stores, and extra 
sales are made. It is a well known 
fact that when people get into the 
holiday mood, they are also in a 
spending mood. That's why com- 
munity celebrations are good sales- 
building events when they are han- 
dled properly 

Many a feed dealer could serve free 
pancakes and coffee at the feed mill

The com- 
munity or sponsoring body furnishes 
the butter, coffee, syrup and what- 
ever else is served. The sponsor also 
has help to take care of the serving 
and the dish washing. The community 
furnishes the plates, cups, forks, etc. 
and reimburses the milling company 
for the demonstrators’ time and ex- 
pense, including hotel bills and trans- 
portation. The sponsor also features 
the name of the firm's pancake flour 
n all its advertising 

While the individual feed dealer 
‘ould not, of course, go into a pan- 
ake baking program as extensive as 
that carried on by the Doud Milling 
Co., there are many smal! community 
sales and celebrations where the feed 
dealer could offer free pancakes and 
do it with an increase in store traffic 

Grocery stores very often stage 
pancake demonstrations and find that 
such events pay well in extra sales 
Very often steady customers for a

TUDIES made in recent years of 
the cow and the sheep have re- 
vealed some startling facts re- 
garding the wonderful nutritional! as- 
sistance that they get from their 
rumen or paunch.

Some 
investigators have been so strongly 
impressed with the latter function of 
the rumen as to call this organ the 
seat of butterfat formation. Certain 
ly the rumen of a cow has something 
to do with butterfat production 
where numerous experiments in the 
feeding of low-fibre rations, or ground 
or pelleted rations, have resulted in 
a severely reduced butterfat content 
of the milk. At any rate, the cow as 
a ruminant by virtue of the bacterial 
flora in her paunch, can digest high 
fiber feeds in a way that single stom 
ached animals like the pig cannot do 
The production of high quality 
protein from one-sided or poor 
proteins, Recent work at Cornell Uni 
versity has shown that the so-called 
essential amino acids can be synthe- 
sized in the paunch of a ruminant 
from even such a simple nitrogen 
compound as urea. In this case, urea 
was the only source of nitrogen, with 
no protein as such being fed at all

is a relatively great dea) of digestive 
capacity. Largely for that reason 
cows have returned a higher value 
for ground oat hulls or oat mill feed 
than did steers. Surprisingly, also 
brood sows and growing pigs, provided 
the intake of high fiber feed like oat 
hulls was limited, returned a high 
value for it, or fully 50% of the 
value of ground corn grain. 

So then ground corn cobs or ground 
oat hulls or other fibrous feed hav- 
ing right around 30% fiber content, 
seem to have their best use when 
making up part of winter rations of 
beef cows or stocker steers, or get- 
ting yearling or two-year-old steers 
well started on their fattening pe- 
riod. After the first month or two 
of the feeding period, the high fiber 
feed should be reduced, whether it is 
the feeds just mentioned or such 
other roughage feeds like cottonseed 
hulls, straw or low grade hay 


Depressing Effect of Fiber in Rations 

In the 10-year study of oat mill 
feed, essentially oat hulls, at the 
Wisconsin Experiment Station it 
was found that every 1% increase 
in fiber above a level of about 8% 
depressed the productive value of the 
feed by 2-3%, on the average about 
25%. Thus a feed or feed mixture 
having 14% fiber as compared with 
one having 8% fiber, all other com- 
ponents being about the same, would 
have 2.5 times, or 15%, lower feed 
value than the other. Hay having 
28% fiber would have 20 times 2.5, 
or 50%, lower value than an 8% fiber 
grain. This bears out the Scandina- 
vian Feed Unit System which rates 
2 Ib. hay and 1 Ib. barley as of equal 
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productive value, each gmount con- 
stituting one unit by that system We 
need to be more concerned with the 
fiber content or the fiber guarantee 
of feeds, where most of us are very 
conscious of its protein and even its 
fat content. 


Rumen Organisms Need Their Own 
Balanced Rations 

The roughages mentioned previous- 
ly are all high in fiber or cellulose 
and therefore are low in energy or 
productive value. They are also low 
in protein, essential minerals and 
vitamins. Unless these essential prin- 
ciples are supplied, even the famed 
rumen of a cow or steer is up against 
it for making use of fibrous feeds 
Rumen organiams, bacteria, protozoa, 
actinomyces and other forms of life 
that make up the biology of the ru- 
men, need a balanced ration of their 
own in order to function in the proc- 
ess of digestion and in such activities 
as protein and vitamin synthesis 

For one thing, these organisms 
need a ready source of energy and 
therefore at least a minimum amount 
of starch or sugar. They also need 
nitrogen, if not protein, and they 
need certain minerals such as cobalt 
Possibly some of them also need cer- 
tain fat-soluble vitamins like caro- 
tene. The flora of the rumen and 
other parts of the digestive tract 
probably have their own specific re- 
quirements for various nutrients of 
the kind mentioned. When these nu- 
trients are available, organisms do 
a remarkable job digesting fiber or 
cellulose and in building up efficient 
proteins and apparently the whole 
B-complex of water-soluble vitamins 


Rumen Synthesis Makes Cow Manure 
Valuable 

Various experiments have suggest- 
ed that rumen bacteria need not 
only a ready source of energy, as 
from the starch of grain or from a 
limited amount of molasses that may 
be fed with the grain or the hay, but 
they also need their share of protein 
and certain minerals for proper func- 
tioning and for the remarkable syn- 
theses of various kinds that are tak- 
ing place in the paunch. In every 
case the raw materia] must be pro- 
vided to enable the organisms to 
build up proteins and the like, per- 
haps changing one compound into an- 
other compound. Among the raw ma- 
terials necessary are minerals of 
the right kind 
We have all along been impressed 
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by the need of the major minerals, 
especially salt, lime and phosphorus. 
Even years ago we learned about the 
importance of other minerals such as 
iodine, copper and iron. In more re- 
cent years our attention has been 


focused on cobalt, manganese and 
still other trace mineral elements 
After Australia and New Zealand 
some 15 years or more ago demon- 
strated that cobalt was necessary in 
regions of their respective countries 
to have cattle or sheep do weil, 
Florida investigators and lately oth- 
ers in Alberta, Canada, and in Michi- 
gan demonstrated similar cobalt-de- 
ficient areas in those respective re- 
gions. A cobalt deficiency also assert- 
ed itself with a vengeance in north- 
eastern Wisconsin during the early 
‘40's. It has likewise been identified 
in several states along the Atlantic 
Seaboard. It seems that every few 
years, still another area of the US. 
is found deficient in this mineral 
which, incidentally, is found in the 
composition of vitamin B,, and there- 
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fore ts necessary for the rumen syn- 
thesis of vitamin Ba 

In the absence of cobalt or where 
this minere] is present in too small 
quantities in the soil and therefore 
in the feed crops, the animals lose 
their appetite, become emaciated and 
show evidence of anemia. Adding 
merely 1 oz. cobalt sulphate to the 


common salt of such animals which | 


then may be fed free choice or in the 
customary proportions in their grain 
mixtures, brings about an almost in- 
stantaneous improvement. After only 
three or four days, the appetite of 


sheep or cattle picks up and they 
rapidly improve in appearance and in 
performance. 

Experiments with manganese also 
have in many cases brought improve- 
ment in the feeding of ordinary prac- 
tical rations. Except im the case of 
poultry where so-called perosis or 
slipped tendons are a symptom of 
manganese deficiency, the symptoms 
for most classes of farm animals are 
not as striking as they are in the case 
of a cobalt or lodine deficiency. Poul- 
try have a relatively very high re- 
quirement for manganese. Whether

amounts of manganese to poultry has 
become almost a standard practice. 

In sandy areas or therefore on 
light-colored soils that are found so 
extensively in the state of Florida, 
deficiencies of copper or both copper 
and iron have shown up as well as 
deficiencies of cobalt. It seems that 
the state of Florida, which is made 
up so largely of sand or sand-derived 
swamp, can demonstrate most any 
mineral deficiency in its livestock 
Florida has been a veritable labora- 
tory in this respect 

However, many other regions of 
the U.S. and Canada have been prov- 
en to have similar deficiencies, al- 
though not perhaps in as severe a 
degree as many of the farms in 
Florida

symptoms of mineral deficiencies, a 
sizeable industry has grown up, sup- 
plying various minera] mixtures to be 
incorporated in formula feeds and in 
rations or ration mixtures prepared 
by farmers themselves. In many 
cases the mineral mixtures are of- 
fered free choice to livestock 

There are a number of manufac- 
turers who have studied the problem 
in both its scientific and practical as- 
pects and who are offering mineral 
mixtures for sale that are compound- 
ed according to their best informa- 
tion and judgment. On the other 
hand there is a vast array of minera) 
preparations or combined mineral and 
vitamin preparations that are poorly 
formulated. Some 250. different 
brands of mineral feeds are sold in 
Wisconsin alone. Prices may vary 
from $8 to $19 or more per 100-Ib. 
bag. A particular mineral preparation 
may list a vast array of vitamins, 
amino acids, chemicals in the nature 
of sodium bicarbonate, Epsom salts 
and the like or absorbing materials 
like charcoal and ground tobacco 
stems, also flavoring materials like 
ginger, anise oil, etc. But the bulk 
of the mixture is very likely ground 
limestone or calcium carbonate, which 
is the cheapest of all minerals and 
which has only limited usefulness, es- 
pecially in rations for cattle 

If the recent research findings 
teach us anything, they should teach 
us that the mineral feeding problem 
on livestock farms can be solved a 
lot more effectively and economical- 
ly than can dependence on most of 
the vast array of commercial mineral 
mixtures. Excellent trace mineral 
pre-mixes are now available, and feed 
manufacturers have been using them 
for years 

The most recent development in 
the trace mineral feeding of live- 
stock is the manufacture and sale of 
so-called trace mineralized salt which 
may have 1-2% of chemical com- 
pounds containing iodine, cobalt, man- 
ganese, copper and iron. Where there 
were only two or three salt com- 
panies offering trace mineralized salt 
to the feed trade or the farmers a 
year or two ago, there now appear to 
be a dozen or more 

In other words, trace mineralized 
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salt is coming into quite general use 
It is used mostly for free choice 
feeding, where animals have volun- 
tary access to it. It may be used in 
the same way that ordinary salt 
has been used all along When prop 
erly compounded, trace mineralized | 
salt lends itself also as 4 premix | 
in feed manufacture, thus giving ef- 
fective protection to farm animals 
The question may be raised, should 
such trace mineral fortified salt, or 
trace mineral fortified feed, be used 
everywhere’ I have mentioned that 
during recent years various states 
have reported cobalt deficiencies. This 
in spite of the fact that a few years 
previously nutrition investigators

time need be starved for this cheap 
but highly essential mineral. 


Calcium aad Phosphorus 

Calcium and phosphorus had best 
be fed by way of natural feeds such 
as legume roughages for their cal- 
cium and grains including mill feeds, 
oil meals or other protein concen- 
trates for their phosphorus. Forage 
crops in general and particularly le- 
gume crops, are relatively high in 
lime or calcium. If these forage crops 
have been grown on soil that is rich 
in available phosphorus, as may be 
supplied by the wise use of stable 
manure and by commercia! fertilizer, 
the feed crops are well fortified with 
phosphorus. Or if there should be 
any doubt about the latter, some 
20% of wheat bran or middlings or 
oil meal in a dairy feed mixture adds 
generous amounts of phosphorus to 
the ration. 

But in case there should be any 
doubt whatever as to the animals 
getting enough of all of the minerals, 
let cattle help themselves free choice 
to trave mineralized salt in one com- 
partment of a mineral feeder and 
steamed bonemea! or other suitable 
phosphorus carrier in the other com- 
partment. Hogs, in addition to having 
access to trace mineralized salt in 
one compartment, might have either 
straight ground limestone or the mix- 
ture of 2 parts ground limestone and 
1 part bonemea! or comparable phos- 
phate in the other compartment. This 
arrangement then makes insurance 
doubly sure that the animals at least 
have every chance to supplement any 
possible mineral deficiency that may 
exist in the natural feeds, making up 
their ration 

Then if the owner provides an 
abundance of leafy, green forage for 
all-year consumption and uses farm 
grains together with any necessary 
supplement feed, surely all essentials 
of livestock nutrition are provided 
for. Whatever difficulties there may 
be in providing an abundance of pal- 
atable and highly digestible proteins, 
carbohydrates, fats, vitamins or oth- 
er organic nutrients, there should be 
no great difficulty in making certain 
that the mineral needs of our farm

Reasons for Confusion 

(1) No one at present understands 
the nutritional problems involved 

(2) Fish meal and condensed fish 
solubles vary considerably in actual 
nutritional values. The quality of 
protein varies. The content of vita- 
mins varies. 

(3) Fish meals are of special value 
when added to rations in which soy- 
beaa oll meal is the principal sup- 
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plementary protein. Soybean ail 
meals vary greatly in available amino 
acid content, and probably in vite- 
min factors which are present but 
not identified. I believe this is par- 
ticularly true of the so-called whey 
factor 

Some of the known vitamins, such 
as pantothenic acid and niacin, may 
be borderline or deficient in some of 
our experimental diets 

We have conducted a large num- 
ber of experimental tests, with fish 
meal and condensed fish solubles, 
in rations for poultry, swine and 
calves 

We have not found that APF sup- 
plements supply anything which can- 
not be supplied by good quality fish 
by-products. Fish meals can be an 
excellent source of By. of the whey 
factor, of probable other unknown 
factors. Fish meal is an exception- 
ally valuable source of essential 
amino acids. Even when a good soy- 
bean oil meal is used, fish meal is 
& practical addition to the ration 
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In the March 11, 1950, issue of 
Feedstuffs, Petersen of the Idaho 
Experiment Station presented some 
interesting data showing that 13 Ib 
fish meal per ton (all mash) per 
mitted excellent hatchability of eggs 
when fed to depleted hens. That rep- 
resents only 13% fish meal in @ eon- 
ventional type of chicken breeder 
mash 

This subject of APF versus animal 
protein concentrates is so well cov- 
ered im the Cornell Feed Service 
Bulletin for November, 1949, that I 
quote as follows from an article writ- 
ten by Hill, Peeler and Carlson 


Use of Concentrates 
“Intelligent use of concentrates 
of vitamin B,. or APF in practical 
rations requires answering three im- 
portant questions 

“(1) How much vitamin B, does 
the chicken need for growth, egg 
production and reproduction? 

“(2) How much B. is contained in 
the natural ingredients commonly 
used in poultry rations’ 

“(3) Will vitamin B. concentrates 
satisfactorily replace animal protein 
supplements in poultry rations? 

“Most of the published work on 
vitamin B, requirements has been 
done with chicks 

“A reliable method for the meas- 
urement of vitamin By in natural 
feedstuffs and supplements is neces- 
sary to establish a sound basis for 
the formulation .of rations. Pro- 
cedures have been reported by a 
number of laboratories for deter- 
mination of B. by various micro- 
biological assays and also by chick, 
mouse and rat assays. Microbiological 
assay, of course, is the most con- 
venient method for routine labora- 
tory analysis, but animal assays are 
required to prove its accuracy. In 
most of the current microbiological 
methods the organisms used respond 
to substances other than Bo. which 
would tend to give higher than ac- 
tual values. This has been overcome 
in a procedure to be published by 
Cornell workers, but there is con- 
siderable evidence that By exists in 
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several different forms, and it is as 
yet uncertain whether al! forms are 
measured by micro-organisms 

“Tt is also uncertain whether pres- 
ent procedures of preparing mate- 
rials for assay release al! of the 
vitamin B. satisfactorily for meas- 
urement. If not, the values would 
tend to be too low 


Poultry Kequirements 

“Recent work indicates clearly that 
at least one, and possibly two, un- 
identified vitamins present in anima! 
protein supplements and other feed- 
stuffs are required by poultry in ad- 
dition to vitamin By. Soybean oil 
meal is known to be a highly vari- 
able source of one of these factors 
It is also known that the extent of 
heat treatment of soybean oil meal 
during processing has an important 
influence on the availability and sta- 
bility of some essential amino acids 

It is particularly important to rec- 
ognize that the amino acids most 
likely to be injured by excessive heat 
treatment of soybean oil meal are 
lysine, methionine and tryptophane: 
animal proteins are the best sources 
of these amino acids. Elimination of 
animal protein from practica! rations 
would place major dependence on 
vegetable protein, and particularly 
soybean oil meal, for supplying pro- 
tein needs 

“The extent to which B, concen- 
trates contain the additional uniden- 
tified factor(s) required by poultry 
is not known. Furthermore, the lev- 
els at which these ‘concentrates can 
be used to supply a substantial part 
of the supplementary requirement 
for Be. are too small to make any 
significant contribution of protein or 
essential amino acids. Therefore, it 
appears unwise at present to replace 
completely the animal protein sup- 
plements in practical rations with 
vitamin B, concentrates 

“It is tentatively suggested that 
vitamin B, concentrates may be used 
when desired, at the levels recom- 


mended by their manufacturers, to 
replace up to one half of the anima! 
protein supplements in rations for- 
mulated according to the recom- 
mendations previously published in 
the Cornell Feed Service ( November. 
1948, and April, 1949). Adjustments 
must be made, of course, in the lev- 
els of other ingredients to maintain 
other nutrients, such as protein, at 
required levels; the cost and avail- 
ability of all the feedstuffs involved 
in these adjustments will determine 
the desirability of using vitamin B,. 
concentrates in each case 

“The discovery of vitamin B,. and 
its commercial production by fermen- 
tation processes are developments of 
great importance to the feed manu- 
facturing industry. Although the full 
potentialities of these advances are 
not yet known, the use of these 
concentrates to extend the never 
abundant supplies of anima! pro- 
teins and to overcome at least in 
part their apparent variability are 
significant immediate benefits. These 
benefits can be realized fully, how- 
ever, only by the intelligent applica- 
tion of present knowledge with the 
understanding that vitamin B. is 
only one requirement of poultry. As 
such, it is no more and no less im- 
portant than any other.” 


Efficient Ration Requirements 

In formulating rations for young 
growing chicks, poults and pheasants; 
and, in breeder mashes for these 
species, fish by-products can supply 
the following requirements for ef- 
ficient rations: 


1. High Quality Protein 

Soybean oil meals vary in avail- 
able amino acids. Quality fish meal is 
an especially good source of methi- 
onine (‘and cystine), lysine and 
tryptophane-the very amino acids 
likely to be deficient or borderline 
in soybean oi] meal 


2. Vitamin Factors 


Both fish meal and condensed fish 
solubles are good sources of B, 
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Norris in DuPont's Poultry Comment 
for January, 1950, stated as follows: 

“In more recent unpublished work, 
using similar diets (practical type) 
and normal chicks, a B. concen- 
trate at a level which provided 14 
micrograms of vitamin B. per 100 
grams of diet was found to give only 
a slight increase over the basal diet 
at 8 weeks, whereas % to 1% of 
condensed fish solubles promoted a 
significant growth increment. There 
was no difference in any of the lots 
until after 5 weeks. On the basis of 
microbiological assays, the fish solu- 
bles added only 3.5% as much vita- 
min B. as did the B. concentrate 
These results also provide evidence of 
an unknown factor not identical with 
Bu, required for optimum growth aft- 
er the first few weeks.” 

Fish mea) and condensed fish solu- 
bles contain By activity in far great- 
er potency than indicated by micro- 
biological assays. These fish by-prod- 
ucts also contain the unknown factor 
or factors 

Fish products are also a very good 
source of other B-complex vitamins 
Condensed fish solubles is an es- 
pecially good source of niacin and 
a fair source of pantothenic acid 
In practical feed formulation these 
other B-complex vitamin additions, 
from fish meal and condensed fish 
solubles, may have practical signifi- 
cance. 


Swine Feed Kequirements 


In swine feeds apparently aver- 
age grade soybean oil meal meets 
the amino acid requirements. Con- 
densed fish solubles and fish meal, 
of proper composition, supply vita- 
min factors of importance for growth 
and reproduction. There is evidence 
that a vitamin factor, or factors, 
other than B, is required for growth 
of pigs. I believe the same is true 
of the requirements for reproduction 

Since fish mea! and condensed fish 
solubles are to have competition from 
synthetic products, standardization of 
your products is most important. I 
have often wondered how much in- 
vestigational work the fish process- 
ing industry has been doing in study- 
ing how to produce quality prod- 


ucts of the desired nutritive value. 
You know that the flesh and in- 
ternal organs yield high quality pro- 
tein. What part of the fish is the 
most potent source of APF? It is 
my guess these values come from 
the entrails, but I do not know what 
portion of the entrails. Under what 
conditions are these vitamin values 
preserved’ How important is fresh- 
ness of raw material? Lassen has 
done work on this subject, but he 
did not show the effect on B. and 
associated factors. 

In my judgment some very funda- 
mental research work along this line, 
which would not be particularly dif- 
ficult, might produce very important 
information on the proper process- 
ing of fish by-products. 

In the future the feed manufac- 
turer will expect, from the fish proc- 
essing products, that 1, 2 or 3% will 
do a specific job in supplying growth 
and reproduction factors. I am very 
sure that such fish by-products will 
find a profitable market in the feed 
industry 

Without doubt APF products will 
be developed which contain B, and 
the whey factor. However, these 
same values can be obtained from 
fish meal and condensed fish solu- 
bles, plus amino acids of great im- 
portance for growth. 

As additional facts are gathered, I 
believe fish products will become 
more important rather than less im- 
portant in feed formulation. 
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We Haven’t Seen Anything Yet

HEN the feed dealer casts 
an eye to the future and 
wonders what it will hold for 


him insofar as sales are concerned, 
he should always remember that “he 
hasn't seen anything yet 

In fact, the alert feed dealer faces 
one of the best merchandising oppor- 
tunities of any American retailer, 
and so does the American farmer, 
his partner. The average dealer can 
use twice as many merchandising 
policies as he is using right now 
and it would still not be enough to 
garner the business that can be had 

that lies ahead 

Lest some dealer think we are too 
far fetched in these assertions, let 
him consider for a moment, the fol- 
lowing figures released some time ago 
on dairy products consumption 

The average American eats 10.2 Ib 
butter a year. He also eats 7.2 lb 
cheese. His total consumption of can- 
dy averages 17 Ib. a year. When it 
comes to eating eggs, the average 
American is doing better, for he is 
well over the 350 mark. His consump- 
tion of chicken meat is less than 30 
Ib. annually, but his general over- 
all meat consumption is up 

Won't you agree with me that the 
average American should and can eat 
more butter and cheese combined 
than candy’ 

Do you also know that in 1830 
the average per capita consumption 
of sugar in the US. was 8 Ib.” 
Today the average per capita con- 
sumption is listed at 96 Ib What an 
increase! 

Potentially Large 

If the average American would 
only double his annual consumption 
of butter and cheese, it would revolu- 
tionize the feed industry and send 
agriculture into high gear. While the 
butter and cheese industry cannot 
hope to overtake the sugar products, 
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carbonated beverages, tobacco and 
perhaps liquor industries in their 
tremendous increases in volume and 
profit, nevertheless a big potential 
exists for butter and cheese as well 
as products in the poultry field. Gains 
in other fields show that the Ameri- 
can has the money to spend for 
what he likes or is educated by ad- 
vertising to like 

Every farmer and every feed deal- 
er should be interested in an adver- 
Using campaign which will increase 
consumption of dairy and poultry 
products. Perhaps the feed dealer, 
for example, cannot and will not 
participate in a national campaign 
But most certainly he can have at- 
tractive signs printed which urge 
Americans to eat more than 10 ib 
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butter and 7 lb. cheese annually be- 
cause those products are nutritious 
and an excellent value for every dol- 
lar spent. 

The signs, if you please, can also 
stress consumption of more poultry 
products—eggs and meat, whole or in 
cut up pieces. They can stress the 
good taste and the fine nutrition in 
the products. 

Would Reach Millions 

Suppose, 10,000 or 20,000 or more 
feed dealers and farm supply firms, 
plus a couple of million farmers, had 
individual signs urging the public to 
eat more dairy and poultry products 
Not only would it increase consump- 
tion of these products among people 
who earn their living from these 
fields, but the sales message would 
reach millions of other Americans 

I have often wondered why the 
farmer, with his acres of land stretch- 
ing along the highways, does not have 
one or two neat signs urging the pub- 
lic to eat more of the products he 
raises. At least why not one good 
sign on every farm urging more con- 
sumption of dairy and poultry prod- 
ucts? There is still space for other 
signs for other manufacturers if the 
farmer wishes to rent the space. 

Just about every major industry 
today, with its retail divisions, has 
some sort of trade slogan or banner 
which is featured prominently in ev- 
ery store selling those products. Why 
not such a slogan or trademark for 
the retail feed industry? Why not 
one good slogan for all the farm 
organizations? 

If you take a look back 20 or 30 
years, you can see how production 
and consumption of dairy and poultry 
products has increased a great deal 
through scientific methods and some 
advertising. The need for a bigger 
sales promotional program is obvious 
if the feed industry and agricul- 
ture are to reach part of that big 
potential which lies ahead. Leaders 
in the feed industry several years 
ago predicted a possible market of 


four to five times the amount of for- 
mula feed now being produced an- 
nually. Those men visualize the mar- 
ket, but it takes an entire industry, 
with the aid of agriculture, to carry 
out. 

Act New 


No feed dealer need wait for some 
national ad campaign to get start- 
ed and furnish him with signs. He 
can have his own sign made now and 
erected and get some advertising im- 
mediately. For Americans the record 
of consumption of only 10.2 lb. butter 
a year is actually a shameful one, 
is it not? 

Cheese can also be a daily menu 
item. There are so many various 
forms of tasteful cheese that con- 
sumption can be increased if every- 
one puts his shoulder to the wheel. 

Who can resist a good cheesecake, 
and I don't mean the photographic 
kind? And butter for frying, toast, 
potatoes, vegetables and other dishes

be 20. 

American business men are known 
for their individual initiative. They 
see a goal, and they put individual 
plans into operation to reach an ob- 
jective. They are not dictator-state 
robots who never do anything new 
until orders come from higher-ups 

Let's really start advertising the 
dairy and poultry industry today in 
our feed plants, in our newspaper and 
direct mail advertising. And let's get 
the cooperation of our farmer friends 
They've got some nice fence posts 
that are almost crying for attractive 
signs for those thousands of mo- 
torists to see every week. 
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Nutrition Problems 
in Dairy and | 
Hog Production 

e By J. O. Tretsven 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The accom- 
panying article is the essential text 
of an address by Mr. Tretsven at the 
first annual Montana Nutrition Con- 
ference last spring at Montana State 
College, Bozeman. Mr. Tretsven is an 
extension swine and dairy specialist 
at Montana State. 


E do not know what all the 
nutritional problems are in 
the field. There are undoubt- 


edly many problems not yet recog- 
nized. Thus, I will limit my discussion 
to problems on which we have experi- 
mental data, Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Assn. records and those ap- 
parent to me in working with our 
dairy farmers and hog producers 
There is one general, over-all prob- 
lem affecting the economic production 
of milk and pork that should be con- 
sidered. We in extension, college and 
experiment station work have been 
working on this problem for a long 
time. Feed men can contribute much 
towards the solving of this problem 
The problem I have in mind is that 
of teaching the producers some of the 
essential principles of animal nutri- 
tion. Many producers would do a 
much better job if they understood 
a few essential principles in the feed- 
ing and management of their animals 
We have many examples of this 
On one side of the road we may find 
a very successful dairyman or hog 
producer, and across the road, on 
equal!y good land, we find a farmer 
whose cows are not producing eco- 
nomically nor are his hogs making 
cheap and economical gains because 
he lacks essential knowledge regard- 
ing the feeding and management of 
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his animals. In my work with farm- 
ers, I have found many false concep- 
tions as to feeding practices. Let me 
give you a few illustrations. A high 
percent of our hog producers believe 
that hogs make cheaper and faster 
gains the older and fatter they be- 
come. Many believe that oil meals 
have more total food value than our 
common feed grains, that potatoes 
cause dairy cows to dry up. that 
salt is poisonous to hogs and that 
protein rich rations are the cause of 
mastitis 

We find dairymen who are feeding 
much more protein than is necessary 
and others not feeding enough. Many 
producers do not appreciate the fact 
that a large portion of the feed is 
used for maintaining the body only 
and that the profit in feeding must 
come from that portion of the feed 
consumed over and above the main- 
tenance requirements. They do not 
know that the amount of feed needed 
for maintenance can be considerably 
reduced in many cases, also that by 
increasing the food intake a larger

I mention the above to bring out 
the fact that one of our feeding prob- 
lerns is that of teaching the farmers 
some essential principles in the feed- 
ing, care and management of their 


animals 
Dairy Cattle 

The number one nutritional defi- 
ciency on our dairy farms is that ter- 
rible condition Prof. O. E. Shaw of 
the State College of Washington re- 
cently termed “hollow gut.” Quite 
generally, dairymen do not fully ap- 
preciate the nutritive requirements of 


| high producing animals and, as a re- 


sult, they just do not feed enough to 
obtain economical production 

For example, let us take a dairy 
cow producing only 5O Ib. milk a day 
That milk will contain on the average 
about 6% Ib. dry matter-protein, car- 
bohydrates, fats and minerals. Let us 
compare that to the fattening steer 
on full feed making a daily gain of 
2% Ib. Five steers each gaining 2% 
lb. a day would result in a total gain 
of 12% Ib.—about one half of this 
being water. Thus, the five steers 
would put on only 6% Ib. dry matter 
a day, equal to the dry matter put 
out by this one cow. However, pound 
for pound, the dry matter in the gains 
made by the steers contains more 
fat and has somewhat higher energy 
value 

Another striking illustration. A 
dairy cow producing 15,000 Ib. of 4% 
milk in a year will produce 600 Ib 
butterfat, 540 Ib. protein, 750 Ib. sugar 
and about 107 Ib. minerals, or a total 
of 1,997 Ib. dry matter. This is equiv- 
alent to more than the dry matter 
contained in the body of three two- 
year-old steers. In addition to this, 
the dairy cow is producing a calf at 
the sare time 

The above figures are given to im- 
press you with the fact that the 
number one nutritional problem in 
connection with the feeding of dairy 
cattle is that of providing them with 


an abundance of good feed at a rela- 
tively low cost 

Too often, we see apparently well- 
bred dairy cows feeding in stubble 
fields in the fall of the year, eating 
dry grass along the edge of the field 
and picking up a few stray heads of 
grain here and there. The cow herself 
is thin and appears unthrifty and 
produces but a few pounds of milk 
night and morning. The deficiency is 
a lack of suitable feed. In other cases 
it is common to find fairly well bred 
cows under winter conditions fed a 
limited amount of hay and little, if 
any, grain. Again, the nutritional de- 
ficiency is lack of an adequate 
amount of good feed 


Another Problem 

Our number two nutritional prob- 
lem is that of low quality roughage 
for winter feeding. If our dairy cows 
were fed in winter all the good, high- 
quality alfalfa they could consume, 
they would be fairly well fed. Not 
ideally so from the standpoint of high 
production but much better than

Riboflavin is essential to strong embryonic

I would recommend the feeding 
of whole milk from two to four weeks 
longer. When the animal is ultimate- 
ly sold for beef the farmer is repaid 
for the extra feed that was fed the 
calf.

There is no feed such as milk for 
raising calves. How inconsistent it is 
for us to raise money to advertise the 
merits of milk and other dairy prod- 
ucts as a feed for children, the youth 
the middle-aged and the aged and 
then turn around and try to raise 
dairy calves on a very minimum 
amount of milk. In reality, cow's milk 
was designed by nature for raising

Minor Problems

As a rule, the 
block salt is too hard and the cows 
cannot get enough unless they lick 
the blocks for a considerable length 
of time. Thus, the boss animals may 
obtain all the salt they need but the 
more timid epimals may not obtain 
enough.

Swine Nutrition 


The number one nutritional prob- 
lem in swine production is found in 
young pigs following weaning and up 
to about 75 Ib. in weight. This is a 
critical period in a pig's life on many 
Montana farms—not only from the 
standpoint of a nutritional deficiency 
but also because of stomach worms 
The nutritional! deficiency brought on 
at this period of a pig's life is due 
very largely to the producer's lack of 
knowledge regarding the nutritive re 
quirements of a growing pig. In many 
cases, we find producers who try to 
raise pigs very largely on a straight 
grain ration or grain plus a small 
amount of hay or pasture following

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| weaning. Many producers do not fully 
appreciate the importance of provid- 
ing the growing pig with an ade- 
quate amount of protein and more 
particularly supplying the pig with 
some animal protein to provide the 
esrential amino acids. As a result of 
inadequate feeding, we find many 
stunted young pigs throughout the 
state 

The number two problem in connec- 
tion with the production of hogs on 
many farms is the almost exclusive 
ieeding of grain to brood sows in 
winter. With the limited amount of 
alfaifa fed, an imadequate protein 
supplement, together with lack of ex- 
ercise, results in a heavy loss of pigs 
at farrowing time. This condition, of 
course, can readily be prevented by 
limiting the grain ration, feeding 
more pea-green, leafy legume hay and 
by the addition of a good protein sup- 
plement. Many producers have over- 
looked the importance of good legume 
pasture and choice alfalfa in feeding 


Another problem in swine produc- 
tion that should be mentioned here is 
the iron deficiency that may occur 
in baby pigs that are farrowed late 
in the fall or early in the spring 
when they do not have access to the 
soil. Ergot in our feed grains, particu- 
larly barley, has become a rather se- 
rious problem at times in the produc- 
tion of hogs. Tests conducted at this 
station indicate that a very small 
amount of ergot in barley is detri- 
mental to the brood sow and her lit- 
ter 

Salt Needed 

As mentioned before, many produc- 
ers are of the opinion that pigs do 
not need salt and that it is poisonous 
to them. As a matter of fact, tests 
conducted at various stations clearly 
indicate that hogs require salt in 
their ration if the most economical 
gains are to be obtained 

Unlike dairy cattle, hogs are more 
likely to suffer from a calcium defi- 
ciency than from a phosphate defi- 
crency. Mineral mixtures prepared for 
the feeding of hogs should contain a 
liberal amount of calcium. This is due 
to the fact that most of our feed 
grains which make up the basis of 
our farm rations are low in calcium. 

Work at this station shows that 
hogs can be produced economically 
and efficiently on alfalfa, our common 
feed grains plus a supplement consist- 
ing of the oil meals and some animal 
protein in the form of skim milk, but- 
termilk or tankage and iodized salt 
When the results of more research 
are made available, we may find areas 
where the ration should be supple- 
mented with other trace minerals. A 
system adopted by the animal indus- 
try department at Montana State Col- 
lege in feeding hogs makes it pos- 


sible to supply the hogs the usual 
supplementary trace minerals at a 
cost of only 15¢ a ton of feed. 

The feed manufacturers and deal- 
ers who understand the dairy and hog 
producer's feed problems and who aim 
to supply the producer's needs both 
efficiently and economically will not 
only be of great service to the pro- 
ducer but will, in the long run, build 
up a good business for themselves.

All But Assured for New Season 


WASHINGTON — Ample supplies 
of feed grains and forages are now 
practically assured for the 1950-51 
feeding season, the Bureau of Agri 
cultural Economics points out in its 
Feed Situation report issued this 
week 

The supply of all feed concentrates, 
including feed grains, byproduct feeds, 
and an allowance fer wheat and rye 
feeding, is estimated at 181 million 
tons. This would be nearly as large 


as the record supply of 1949-50, both 
in total and per anima! unit 

The hay supply for 1950-51 is esti- 
mated at about 120 million tons, «4 
little larger than in the past three 
years, and as large as in any pre- 


| vious year in relation to the expected 


number of livestock to be fed 

The total supply of the four feed 
grains for 1950-51 is estimated at 
156 million tons, about the same as 
the record supply of last year. A 


smaller corn supply is about offset by 
larger supplies of other feed grains 
The 1950-51 corn supply is now esti- 
mated at a little over 4.1 billion bush- 
els, only 2% smaller than the record 
of last year. The corn carry-over this 
Oct. 1 is expected to total about 950 
million bushels, of which about two 
thirds probably will be held under 
price support. 

Livestock numbers have been in- 
creasing in the past two years and a 
further slight increase is in prospect 
in 1950-51. However, the total use of 
feed grains during the coming year 
probably will be only a little larger 
than the 1950 production, and another 
large carry-over of feed grains, par- 
ticularly of corn, is in prospect for 
1951 

The hay supply includes a record 
crop of alfalfa, production of which 
has been increasing over the past sev- 
eral years. Hay supplies in recent 
years have been much larger than 
before the war, both in total and in 
relation to livestock numbers. Fur-

thermore, legume hay has made up a 
larger part of the total. Hay supplies 
this year are well distributed over the 
country, and in most areas are am- 
ple for the number of livestock on 
farms. Pastures in most states have 
been unusually good this summer 
and on Aug. 1 were furnishing as good 
grazing for livestock as in any of 
the past 35 years on that date 

Prices of most feeds declined in 
August from the high levels reached 
in July. Prices of animal protein 
feeds and soybean oi] meal in August 
were below the records reached in the 
summer of 1949, while prices of most 
other feeds were somewhat higher 
than a year ago. Demand for feed this 
fall and winter is expected to continue 
strong and, except for sorghum 
grains, price supports on the 1950 
crops will be slightly higher than in 
1949. Although some seasonal decline 
in corn prices is expected when the 
big 1950 crop is harvested this fall, 
feed grain prices probably will aver- 
age higher during the remainder of 
1950 than in the same period of 1949 
The seasonal decline in prices of oats 
and barley brought prices of these 
grains to near the 1950 price supports 
in August, although they were sub- 
stantially higher than in August of 
last year 

Record quantities of feed grains 
have been placed under price sup- 
| port from the big crops of 1948 and 
1949. Over half of the total stocks 
| of old crop feed grains on hand July 
1 was under loan or in Commodity 
Credit Corp. ownership. Most of the 
feed grains going under price support 
in 1948 were delivered to the gov- 
ernment, and relatively small quan- 
tities were redeemed by farmers. In- 
creases in feed grain prices in 1950, 
however, are resulting in relatively 
more of the 1949 feed grains coming 
out of price support

It is recognized that total diges- 
tible nutrient values are not con- 
stant—-that they are affected by spe- 
cies of animal, by the method of 
their determination and in some 
cases by associative effects of the 
feeds of the test rations. Nevertheless, 
they do serve as useful guides to the 
available energy of a feedstuff 


Problem Illustrated 


To illustrate the problem of energy 
values in feed substitution, a flexible 
formula for a 16% protein dairy 
ration may be used patterned after 
the flexible formulae used in the 
Formulae for Meal Mixtures pub- 
lished by the Quebec Provincial Feed 
Board but simplified by employing 
only eight feedstuffs. See Table I 

This pattern formula indicates that 
750 Ib. basal feeds are to be used 
per 1,000 Ib. mixture; of this not over 


250 Ib. may be millfeed. Of the 225 
Ib. high protein feeds, 150 Ib. must 
be from the “oilmeal sub-group.” 


Further direction and limitation of 
substitution is indicated by the min- 
imum and maximum quantities of the 
individual feeds which will be ap- 
proved

expected, subject to the limitations 
shown, thus permitting feeders to

For our present purpose it will be 
useful to insert after each feedstuff 
the typical T.D.N. values and also 
its weight per quart in pounds. Also 
we may use as our “current recom- 
mendation” a combination of 400 
corn, 250 oats, 100 bran, 150 linseed 
oil meal and 75 brewers’ dried grains 

This combination carries 74% T 
D. N. and weighs 1 Ib. per quart 
Thus it meets the oft-cited rule for 
the weight of a dairy mixture. If 
we consider that the mea! allowance 
to a cow producing 40 Ib. milk should 
supply her with 10 Ib. T.D.N., then 
it will require 13.5 Ib. of our recom- 
mended mea! mixture or 13.5 quarts 
Inasmuch as most farmers feed cows 
by measure rather than by weight 
the statement of requirement. in 
terms of quarts is of considerable 
practical significance 


Making Substitutions 
Now let's begin to make substitu- 
tions. There are a number of sub- 
stitutions which will give mixtures 
typical of those used in different 
districts. The partial replacement of 
corn by oats or barley, the intro- 
duction of bran at the expense of 
other basal feeds and the exchange 
of brewers’ grains and gluten feed 
are al] common modifications of our 
original combination. For illustra- 
tion, the maximums and minimums 
of the flexible formula will be dis- 
regarded. Some typical combinations 
are shown in Table IT 
It is interesting to note the 
changes in total digestible nutrients 
and weight per quart which result

The relation between 
the total digestible nutrients, weight 
per quart, of the mixture and the 
pounds or quarts needed to yield 10 
lb. total digestible nutrients is shown 
in Figure I 
Feeder’s Reaction 

To the cow these variations in 
necessary allowances to provide the 
same total) useable energy value are 
largely immaterial, for she can handie 
the extra bulk quite easily. The feed- 
ers reaction, however, is quite an- 
other matter. Nine quarts more 
than he has been accustomed to feed 
for the same milk production is an 
increase of about 70% in feeding rate 
This is undoubtedly the extreme case, 
and an improbable change. The prin- 
ciple is nevertheless the same. Feed- 
ers are not likely to reduce or in- 
crease their feeding rates in accor- 
dance with anything but change in 
production. There may also be cases 
where the commercial balanced ra- 
tion is diluted with home grown oats 
with a consequent reduction of its 
total digestible nutrients. It will, of 
course, be the commercial mixture 
that gets the blame for any fall in 
production 

The case of protein arises here 
Excepting for brewers’ grains and 
malt sprouts, all of the commonly 
used high protein feeds are also high 
in total digestible nutrients. Con- 
sequently, when the feeder adds any 
of the oilmeals, for example, the ra- 
tion not only carries more protein 
but almost always is heavier The 
beneficial effects of this substitution 
in rations already carrying 16°% or 
more of protein are usually from the 
greater energy value in each quart 
of ration rather than from the ex- 
tra protein. This has been demon- 
strated many times where feed costs 
or milk prices were such that more 
liberal feeding of the lower protein 
mixture was practiced 

On the other hand, there may be 
cases where the energy value of the 
ration can with advantage be reduced 
but when feeding level should not be 
cut. The finishing of bacon hogs is 
a case in point. The excessive fat 
tening of the “normal ration for 
hogs can be counteracted by diluting 
the mixture with oats, bran, alfalfa 
or brewers’ grains. Thus the full 
feeding, necessary when the animals 
are group-fed or self-fed, may be 
continued with calorie restriction ef- 
fected through judicious feed sub- 
stitution

Fertilizer Increase

South Carolina, Ohio, Indiana and 
Virginia—used more fertilizer last 
year than did the entire country in 
1939. Each of the 48 states sur- 
passed its 1939 tonnage last year. 
Consumption in the state of Illinois 
was almost 10 times as great in 1949 
as it was 10 years ago. The state 
of Idaho, once only a minor entry 
in the yearly tabulation, showed a 
12-fold increase during the past dec- 
ade, from 6,500 tons in 1939 to 80,000 
tons in 1949 

The comparison between 1989 and 
1949 fertilizer consumption not only 
reveals great increases in individual 
states and in the nation as a whole, 
but also, and perhaps more impor- 
tantly, shows significant chang in 
the geographic distribution of fer- 
tilizer use 


Western States Increase Use 

In 1939, almost half of all con- 
sumption was concentrated in the 
nine states comprising the South At- 
lantic group. This group last year 
was responsible for only about 35% 
of the nation’s total. On the other 
hand, the West North Central and 
Western states, which together ac- 
counted for only 5% of the total 
U.S. consumption in 1939, increased 
their share to 13% last year. 

The West North Central group's 
1939 consumption of 113,000 tons 
was less than half the quantity con- 
sumed in the Western states and 
little more than a third of New Eng- 
land’s tonnage. Last year the West 
North Central states aggregate con- 
sumption of 1,248,000 tons was rough- 
ly 42% higher than that of the West 
and almost 2% times that of New 
England 

Thus, fertilizer consumption, while 
it has been maintained and increased 
in all sections of the country, has 
taken root and thrived in new areas 
during the past decade. Its geo- 
graphic center has moved westward 
and, during the short span of 10 
years, a great new market for fer- 
tilizer has been built up in the cen- 
tral and western states. It seems 
likely that this westward movement 
will continue 

The use of fertilizer by American 
farmers in ever-increasing quanti- 
ties and on ever-expanding acreages 
has been both a cause and a result 
of the widespread agricultural pros- 
perity of the past 10 years. The vast- 
ly expanded output of American 
farms during and after World War 
IT, and the accompanying increase in 
aggregate and average farm income 
~—phenomena which could not have 
occurred without increased fertilizer 
use—provided the incentive and the 
wherewithal for expanded fertilizer 
purchases by farmers 

The close relationship between 
farm prosperity and fertilizer con- 
sumption has long been recognized 
The sustained and extended use of

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Tonnage Volume of Commercial 
Feed Sales in Indiana Increases 


LA FAYETTE, IND.—Sales of com- 
mercial feed in Indiana in 1949 
amounted to an estimated 1,065,119 
tons, with a retail value of $95,441,- 
937, according to a report published 
by the Purdue University Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. 

The 1949 estimates, based on the 
sale and exchange of Indiana State 
Chemist tags, compare with an esti- 
mated tonnage 1,014,324 and a retail 
value of $100,467,697 in 1948 


Although the figures show that 
tonnage volume in 1849 was about 
5% higher than in 1948, the retai! 
dollar value was less. Retail prices

During 1949, certain trends in the 
composition of formula feeds were 
observed in feed, registrations, the 
report points out. Among these were 
the introduction of animal protein 
factor supplements in certain feeds 
especially swine feeds, and the great 
increase in registrations of medicated 
poultry mashes containing sulfaqui- 
noxaline and nitrophenide. 


Reearch Supported 

Inspection fees collected from the 
sale of Indiana State Chemist tags 
are used in maintaining a staff of in 
spectors, analysts, and clerical work 
ers and in equipping and maintaining 
laboratories for control work, the re 
port notes. And during recent years 
some of the funds have been used to 
finance research, to improve analyti 
cal methods, to work out new methods 
of analysis and to aid other agricul- 
tural chemical research programs in 
anima! nutrition.

Other projects included the chemi 
cal, physical and nutritional proper 
ties of corn proteins, the amino acid 
requirements of growing swine, vitro 
hydrolysis of proteins by enzymes as 
a means of determining “digestibil 
ity” of feedstuffs, physical and chemi- 
cal methods for analysis of vitamins 
A and D in the marketing of feed 
stuffs, sampling procedures of com 
mercial feeds and fertilizers and 
amino acid requirements of young 
chickens

ARGENTINA’S EXPORTS 
OF GRAIN CLIMB 9.4% 


WASHINGTON — Argentine grain 
exports during the 12-month period 
ending June 30 amounted to 4,324,000 
metric tons, compared with 3,953,000 
tons during 1948-49, the Office of 
Foreign Agricultural Relations re- 
ports. This represents an increase 
of 94% 

All Argentine grain exports are 
controlled by the Argentine Trade 
Promotion Institute which buys the 


| grain from producers at fixed prices 


and exercises a monopoly over subse- 
quent sales in both the domestic and 
export markets. 

In recent years, the country’s grain 
exports have been largely on a bilat- 
eral or government-to-government 
basis, frequently involving deliveries 
of specified quantities of Argentine 
grain in exchange for Argentine im- 
ports of specified quantities of raw 
materials and industrial products 
from the other party to the agree- 
ment. 

On the basis of total tonnages ex- 
ported, the principal destinations of 
Argentina's grain exports during 
1949-50 were Brazil, Italy, France, 
the U.K., India, Germany, Belgium, 
Japan, Switzerland, the Netherlands, 


Sweden and Spain. Approximately. 


55% of the 1949-50 exports consisted 
of wheat and about 29% of corn 
During 1948-49, wheat represented 
about 42% of the total export move- 
ment and corn 47%. 

Argentina's marketing season ex- 
tends from Dec. 1 to Nov. 30 for 
wheat and from April 1 to March 31 
for all other grains. The July 1 total 
supply of old crop wheat still on hand 
in Argentina for export or for carry- 
over into the new season beginning 
Dec. 1 was estimated at 1,083,000 
metric tons. Indications at that time 
were that remaining supplies would 
fall short of meeting export commit- 
ments still remaining to be filled 
before the end of the season by ap- 
proximately 300,000 tons. 


FISH MEAL PRODUCTION 
FOR JULY SHOWS DROP 


WASHINGTON Production of 
fish meal in the U.S. and Alaska dur- 
ing July by firms that normally pro- 
duce about 90% of the total yield, 
amounted to 33,007 tons, according to 
the Fish and Wildlife Service of the 
Department of the Interior, This rep- 
resents a crop of 977 tons from the 
tota) for July, 1949 

The decline was mainly in the pro- 
duction of menhaden meal 

During the first seven months of 
1950, the quantity of fish meal proc- 
essed totaled 89,831 tons, compared 
with 91,434 tons during the same pe- 
riod of 1949. 

The quantity of fish oils, exclusive 
of liver oils, produced in the U.S. and 
Alaska during July amounted to 3,- 
194.956 gal.. compared with 2,191,415 
gal. during July, 1949. The gain was 
due mainly to increased production of 
herring oil in Alaska. Oils manufac- 
tured from menhaden in July, 1950, 
were 114,692 gal. less than production 
during the same month last year

WASHINGTON—The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in its September 
crop report failed to affirm the pessi- 
mistic private reports of a decline in 
the corn crop where an insignificant 
loss was reported of approximately 5 
million bushels to an estimated 3,162.,- 
638,000 bu. as of Sept. 1. 

Other production gains were shown 
on oats, barley, flaxseed, sorghums, 
all hays and soybeans. Oats regis- 
tered an increase of approximately 
25 million bushels since Aug. 1, to a 
new level of 1,481,864,000 bu. Barley 
is estimated at 297,922,000, up more 
than 12 million since the last report 
Flaxseed prospects increased slight- 
ly more than 3% million bushels 
since Aug. 1, and sorghums are now 
reported as likely to yield 184,641,- 
000 bu. 

The soybean estimate failed to sup- 
port the more optimistic observers 
in the private trade or within gov- 
ernment. These estimators outside of 
the Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics still insist that the bean crop 
will reflect 285 million bushels. The 
basis for this difference of opinion 
seems to lie in the per acre yield 
forecast for the North Central states 

In the states of Ohio, Indiana, Il- 
linois, Minnesota and Iowa BAE is 
reporting reduced yield from last 
year, and on a national average basis 
BAE shows a 21.2 bu. yield per acre 
as compared with 224 national aver- 
age for 1949. Of the secondary bean 
producing states Arkansas leads in 
gains through acreage increase with 
an indicated production of 10 mil- 
lion bushels, as compared with 5.8 
million in 1949. Missouri with an 
increased acreage is also showing a 
stepped up yield per acre of 22 bu 


against 21 in 1949, and indicates a 
total production of 249 million 
bushels 


In the states of Illinois, Iowa and 
Indiana USDA estimators believe 
that BAE is leaning to the conserva- 
tive side in estimating per acre yields. 
They believe that the final report will 
reveal that the estimates have been 
low and will pull up the final out- 
turn to the 285-million-bushel-mark 


Wheat Forecast Up 


A substantial Increase in the fore- 
cast of spring wheat production 
boosted the all-wheat estimate made 
by the U.S. Crop Reporting Board 
above 1 billion bushels 

Spring wheat production was esti- 
mated at 271 million bushels, based 
on conditions Sept. 1, up about 15 
million bushels from the August esti- 
mate. Durum wheat production, fore- 
cast at 37 million bushels, account- 
ed for about 2 million bushels of the 
estimated gain in spring wheat. The 
spring bread wheat crop is now esti- 
mated at 234 million bushels 

The winter wheat estimate was 
unchanged at 740,537,000 bu., placing 
the 1950 wheat crop total at 1,011,- 
644.000 bu. 

The 5% gain in durum prospects 
and 6% increase estimated for spring 
bread wheat points to a crop 14% 
larger than the 1949 spring wheat 
crop (see table on this page)

USDA September Corn Estimate

On the poultry front there is 
nothing to encourage the price sup- 
port operators at USDA. In August 
farm flocks laid 4,221 million eggs. 
a record for this month and 10% over 
the same month last year. The rate 
of production was 13.9 eggs per layer, 
compared with 13.5 in 1949. Layers 
in farm flocks show no increased rate 
of culling, and at 303,731,000 in Au- 
gust were 6% over August last year 

Increases in the number of layers 
in farm flocks were general in all 
sections of the nation, with the great- 
est increase registered in the north 
Atlantic states of 11%. There was 
an 8% increase in the west north 
central states, and 5% in the West

The corn crop gained another 
week in the race to reach maturity 
before further damaging frosts, but 
most observers are pessimistic over 
prospects in the next few weeks 

The government's weekly crop bul- 
letin notes that fair, sunny weather 
over the main Corn Belt, except for 
showers over the week end, favored 
maturity of corn. However, it adds, 
the nights were generally too cool, 
and progress toward maturity was 
mostly slow 

Most of the late corn in northern 
areas needs two to three weeks of 
favorable weather before frost. In 
lowa, 38% was in the denting stage 
by Sept. 9, compared with about 90% 
a year and two years earlier 


Two Thirds Believed Safe 

In both Iowa and Missouri it is 
estimated that about two thirds of 
the crop will be far enough advanced 
to escape frost injury at the usual 
dates of killing frost. In Dllinois 60% 
of the corn is in the hard dough or 
dented stage 

Only a small percentage of the 
corn is dented in Minnesota, how- 
ever, and in Indiana the crop was 
maturing slowly because of cool, 
damp weather. About one third of 
South Dakota’s corn was dented. 

Good growth of soybeans was re- 
ported generally, but the crop is late 
in many of the main commercial 
areas. The Iowa report notes that 
soybeans are generally well-podded, 
but that in northern areas bean de- 
velopment is retarded. Soybeans are 
reported ripening prematurely in 
many areas, having suffered from 
dry weather 

Rains Slow Harvest 

Last week's weather generally fa- 
vored grain harvesting in the North- 
west, but rains over the week end 
slowed down operations. 

The rain was general over most of 
Nerth Dakota, western and northern 
Minnesota, according to the Peavey 
Elevators crop report. 

Evidence of stepped-up harvest op- 
erations was seen in the increase in 
week end wheat receipts at Minne- 
apolis to 668 cars Sept. 11, two more 
than on the corresponding Monday a 
year ago. However, receipts of 271 
cars Sept. 12 was well below those 
on Sept. 12 a year ago, when 573 
cars arrived. Receipts were 277 cars 
Sept. 14. 

Inspection reports indicate an av- 
erage lower protein level on the 1950 
| crop as compared with 1949. This has

Canadian Crop Hurt 

Heavy soaking rains over the past 
week end brought harvesting opera- 
tions to a complete halt in eastern 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 

As much as 3 in. of rain may pre- 
vent resumption of operations for 10 
days in some areas. Also dimming 
the Canadian crop picture was the 
new report of frosts which hit late 


crops in Alberta and western Sas- 
katchewan 
Meanwhile, it was estimated that 


a freeze Aug. 23 caused a loss of 100 
million bushels of Canadian wheat 
U.S. Department of Agriculture offi- 
cials reported from Washington that 
another 100 million bushels were 
damaged so badly that the wheat 
will not be fit for human consump- 
tion. 

Before frost and rain hit the crop 
and harvesting operations, a wheat 
outturn of 544 million bushels had 
been predicted.

as regards transportation and stor- 
age facilities 

In his executive order implement- 
ing the defense act Mr. Truman 
narned the ICC as the instrumentality 
to administer the provisions of that 
act covering allocations and priority 
powers over transportation and stor- 
age facilities. 

He asserted that he has no inten- 
tion of creating another Office of 
Defense Transportation, believing 
that in most respects the ICC is equal 
to the problems which would arise 
However, there are certain powers 
under the defense act of 1950 which 
are not available to the ICC com- 
missioners except as delegated to Mr 
Knudson under the presidential ex- 
ecutive order 


Maximum Efficiency Desired 

The Knudson goal is to obtain the 
maximum utility and efficiency from 
the existing but dangerously short 
supply of rolling stock. An example 
of his first efforts to obtain the goal 
of maximum efficiency and utilization 
of freight cars was the issuance of 
Service Order 865, which sets puni- 
tive penalty demurrage charges on 
unnecessary holding of cars. Orders 
of this type are within the existing 
powers of ICC and are designed to 
speed up the turn-around time of cars 

Service order 865, effective Sept 
15, 1950, issued by ICC commissioner 
James K. Knudson, raises demurrage 
penalties on freight cars and refrig- 
erator cars held after two days of 
free time to $5 a day for the next 
two days thereafter; $10 a day for 
the third and fourth days and to $20 
a day for subsequent holding. 

This service order 865 must be 
considered in connection with a re- 
cently issued ICC SO 856 which 
ruled that free time does not include 
Saturdays, Sundays or holidays. 
However, if free time has expired 
prior to any one of these days they 
immediately become subject to the 
new demurrage penalties 

Service order 865 is the first of 
other steps to abate the acute car 
shortage condition. It is expected that 
within a very short time minimum 
loading order requirements will be 
issued by ICC. They are expected to 
follow the pattern of ODT Order 18 
which was in effect during the last 
war. In the case of box cars mini- 
mum loads of not less than 60,000 
Ib. may be required and in the case 
of refrigerator car shipments of shell 
eggs it may be expected that loading 
up to the visible capacity of the car 
will be ordered 

However, ICC cannot compel ship- 
pers to load cars to maximum load- 
ing capacities. In this connection 
Commissioner Knudson can, as the 
delegated authority of the chief ex- 
ecutive under the Defense Produc- 
tion Act of 1950, order such action on 
the part of shippers if he considers 
such action necessary. 


Better Operation Sought 

Shippers alone will not be asked 
to act to improve use of box and re- 
frigerator cars but the carriers them- 
selves will be compelled to contrib- 
ute better operation of a diminish- 
ing car supply 

After Sept. 15 the carriers will be 
required to move all loaded inbound 
cars to unloading depots within 24 
hours after arrival and to remove 
unloaded cars within the same pe- 
riod of time after release. Outbound 
loaded cars must moved within 
24 hours after a carrier has received 
a bill of lading or has accepted ship- 
ping instructions, ICC orders 

Demurrage charges to be imposed 
as noted will not apply to export 
freight or to inter-coastal or coastal 
freight. 

Arthur H. Gass of the Association 
of American Railroads car service 
division has been named ICC agent 
with authority to issue orders for

relocation and distribution of freight 
and refrigerator cars 

Col. J. Monroe Johnson, ICC chair- 
man, former director of the Office of 
Defense Transportation, has selected 
the newest of the ICC commissioners 
to handle the transportation emer- 
gency job. Mr. Knudson formerly was 
with the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture solicitors office in charge of 
legal problems attaching to agricul 
tural commodity transportation mat- 
ters. 

Instead of a new ODT, Mr. Knud- 
son plans in effect a smal! strategic 
force which might be designated as 
a “combat tearn” which can be rushed 
into action at trouble spots. In short 
Mr. Knudson intends to utilize the 
existing facilities of all transporta- 
tion agencies to carry out the main 
task of efficient utilization of the roll- 
ing stocks of the carriers and the 
storage facilities of the nation 


©OCO Sterage Problems 

Mr. Knudson made it clear that he 
will not attempt to intervene in the 
Commodity Credit Corp. storage 
problems, but he considers that co- 
operation can be effected between his 
office and USDA to bring to an end 
the telescoping of the movement of 
old crop grains held under CCC loan 
programs with new crop movements 
Recent grain movements have demon- 
strated that part of the boxcar short- 
age is attributable to requirements 
for cars to move new crops, while at 
the same time there are substantia! 
car requirements to get CCC grain 
out of country stations and terminals 
to make way for the new crop. The 
problem arises from the coincidence 
of the take-over date of loan grain 
with the new crop movement 

The Knudson approach to this 
problem is constructive, trade sources 
deciare, and a deeping crisis in roll 
ing stock of the carriers by next year 


may help Mr. Knudson to carry out | 


his objective 
In past years the grain trade, par- 
ticularly the Southwest, has 


out loan grain has impeded the new 
crop movement. On the basis of the 
Knudson intentions he should win 
favor in that region. 


To Consult with Industry 

Mr. Knudson told Feedstuffs that 
he planned to consult with industry 
and shippers over problems which 
face the carriers in the emergency 
before taking action. This consulta- 
tion may take the form of permanent 
advisory committees or direct tele- 
phone conversations with those di- 
rectly involved. 

Mr. Knudson, known to have a 
comprehensive understanding of the 
problems of moving agricultural com- 
modities by rail and truck carrier 
has revealed a broad desire of gen- 
uine cooperation, observers say 


Problem Persists 

Meanwhile, no appreciable relief 
from the serious shortage of box- 
cars for the movement of grain was 
reported this week, and growing 
numbers of blocked elevators and 
piles of grain on the ground brought 
further complaints from grain and 
transportation men. 

Hundreds of country elevators re- 
mained or became plugged, and mil- 
lions of bushels of grain were piled 
on the ground in the Northwest and 
Pacific Northwest. 

The Northwest Grain Transporta- 
tion Committee, following a meeting 
in Minneapolis last week, cited the 
“dismal picture” in a telegram to 
Col. Johnson strongly asking action 
to remedy the situation 

The message, signed by the com- 
mittee chairman, A.C PRemele of the 
Van Dusen Harrington Co., said “the 
record shows persistent failure of 
Association of American Railroads 
and ICC efforts to date to build up 
shockingly low percentages of own- 
ership of boxcars on lines serving 
Minnesota, the Dakotas and Mon- 
tana.”

Railroad reports last week indi 
cated that there were almost 1,500 
blocked elevators on six listed lines, 
including the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific.

Tie-ups at Terminals 


Terminal unloading difficulties are 
complicated by the inability of the 
AAR and shippers to come to terms 
on week-end loading.

MUCH IOWA CORN MAY NOT 
MATURE, COLLEGE STATES 


DES MOINES An lowa State 
College climatologist estimated in 
midsummer that there is a 30-0 
chance a fourth of lowa's corn will 
not reach full maturity before the 
first killing frost--even with 4@ nor- 
mal fall. However, on Auge. 1, this 
years crop still was about a week

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Chain of Command on Controls Listed 


WASHINGTON —In an executive 
order designed to implement the pow- 
ers granted to him under the De- 
fense Production Act of 1950, Presi- 
dent Truman has assigned to W 
Stuart Symington, chairman of the 
National Security Resources Board. 
the post of defense coordinator, who 
will consult directly with the NSRB 
staff, the Council of Economic Advis- 
ors and the Munitions Board 

Under Mr. Symington will be an 
Economic Stabilization Agency, which 
in turn is subdivided into an Office 
of Price Stabilization and a Wage 
Stabilization Board. Administration 
of allocation and priority power of 
the Defense Production Act of 1950 
also directly under Mr. Symington 
will be divided along functional! lines 
among existing old line government 
agencies. The Department of the In 
terior will handle priority and alloca- 
tion grants for fuels and electric 
power 

The Department of Agriculture is 
assigned these powers over food, do 
mestic distribution of farm equip- 
ment and fertilizer 

OOO Power Continues 

The Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion will administer allocation and 
priority powers over domestic trans 
portation and storage but not includ 
ing coast-wise, inter-coastal or over 
seas shipping. NSRB attorneys say 
that as far as grain storage is con 
cerned the actual operations of Com 
modity Credit Corp. storage programs 
and facilities will continue to be exe- 
cuted by that agency of USDA. The 
ICC authority over storage facilities 
will be largely that of general super 
vision and survey of requirements 
When shortages of facilities threaten 
which would impede military plans 
it would order reservation of storage 
space to meet contingencies. In other 
respects the ICC is expected to func- 
tion along the lines of the Office of 
Defense Transportation of the last 
war 

Credit controls are to be handled 
by the board of the Federal Reserve 
Bank reporting directly to Mr. Sy- 
mington. These controls already an 
nounced under a reinstatement of for- 
mer Regulation W apply to consumer 
installment credits and new real es- 
tate construction 

Power to expand productive capac 
ity and supply has been assigned by 
the President to a group representing 
USDA, the Department of the In 
terior, Department of Commerce, the 
Army, the Navy, the Air Force, the 
General Services Administration and 
the Reconstruction Finance Corp 
Each of these agencies may contract 
for or purchase materials or facili- 
ties, guarantee loans and insure en- 
trepreneurs against loss in specifical 
ly assigned fields of operation. To 
USDA is assigned authority to buy 
agricultural commodities for stock 
piling purposes or for resale for in 
dustrial use. In connection with grain 
storage expansion, while the execu- 
tive order assigns such power to the 
Administrator of General Services, it 
is expected that as in the apparent 
overlap of authority between ICC 
and USDA in regard to storage, 
USDA would be continued as the 
operating agency in charge of stor 
age expansion if further additions 
are considered necessary for national 
defense purposes. These and other 
inconsistencies are expected to be 
clarified by the legal staff of NSRB 
as problems arise 

Labor problems are assigned di 
rectly to the Department of Labor 
which reports directly to Mr. Syming- 
ton. Under the Secretary of Labor 
would be the problem of labor sup- 
ply, employment service, deferment 
policy subject to the advice of the 
Director of Selective Service and the 
Secretary of Defense

Farm Price Ceilings Under Defense Act 


WASHINGTON. The Defense Pro 
duction Act of 1950 includes the fol- 
lowing provisions for any price ceil- 
ings which might be established on 
agricultural commodities or products 
manufactured or processed from farm 
commodities: 

No ceiling shall be established or 
maintained for any agricultural com- 
modity below the highest of the fol 
lowing prices: (i) The parity price 
for such commodity, as determined 
by the Secretary of Agriculture in 
accordance with the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act of 1938, as amended, 
and adjusted by the Secretary of Ag 
riculture for grade, location, and sea- 
sonal differentials, or (ii) the high- 
est price received by producers dur- 
ing the period from May 24, 1950, to 
June 24, 1950, inclusive, as deter 
mined by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture and adjusted by the Secretary 
of Agriculture for grade, location, 
and seasonal differentials, or (ili) in 
the case of any commodity for which 
the market was not active during 
the period May 24 to June 24, 1950, 
the average price received by pro- 
ducers during the most recent repre- 
sentative period prior to May 24, 
1950, in which the market for such 
commodity was active as determined 
and adjusted by the Secretary of 
Agriculture to a level in line with 
the level of prices received by pro- 
ducers for agricultural commodities 
generally during the period May 24 
to June 24, 1950, and adjusted by 
the Secretary for grade, location ard 
seasonal differentials, or (iv) in the 
case of fire-cured tobacco a price (as 
determined by the Secretary of Agri 
culture and adjusted for grade differ- 
equal to 75% of the parity 
price of Burley tobacco of the cor- 
responding crop and in the case of 
dark air-cured tobacco and Virginia 
sun-cured tobacco, respectively, a 
price (as determined by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture and adjusted for 
grade differentials) equal to 66% 
of the parity price of Burley tobacco 
of the corresponding crop. 

No ceilings shall be established or 
maintained hereunder for any com 
modity processed or manufactured in 

part from any

specified in this subsection: Provided 
| That in establishing and maintaining

tablishing the ceiling (1) for any ag- 
ricultural commodity for which the 
1950 marketing season commenced 
prior to the enactment of this Act 
and for which different areas have 
different periods of marketing during 
such season or (2) for any agricul- 
tural commodity produced for the 
same general use as a commodity de- 
scribed in (1), the President shall 
give due consideration to affording 
equitable treatment to all produc- 
ers of the commodity for which the 
ceiling is being established 

Nothing contained in this Act shall 
be construed to modify, repeal, super- 
sede, or affect the provisions of the 
Agricultural Marketing Agreement 
Act of 1937, as amended, or to in- 
validate any marketing agreement, 
license, or order, or any provision 
thereof or amendment thereto, here- 
tofore or hereafter made or issued 
under the provisions of such Act. 

Ceiling prices to producers for milk 
used in distribution as fluid milk 
in any marketing area not under 
marketing agreement, license, or or 
der issued under the Agricultura! 
Marketing Agreement Act of 1937, 
as amended, shall not be less than 
(1) parity prices for such milk, or 
(2) prices which in such marketing 
areas will bear the same ratio to

Poultry Feed Buying 
Boosts Central 


States’ Business 


Central states mixers report a good 
volume of poultry feed orders, ex- 
tending through all types of grow- 
ing mashes, egg mashes and broiler 
rations. The price trend is more sta- 
ble, which lends confidence to deal- 
ers and feeders. Also, previously pur- 
chased supplies have been worked 
down 

Turkey formula feeds still are 
booming, with some raisers laying in 
sufficient stocks to finish out their 
birds. This is expected to continue 
through the middle of October, at 
least. 

Mills specializing in hog feeds re- 
port an active demand for concen- 
trates, with current feeding ratios 
considered attractive. Dairy rations, 
however, are quiet. Favorable pas- 
tures are being utilized as much as 
possible by herdsmen 

Most central states feed mills are 
operating at full production sched- 
ules, with backlog orders equal to 
four or five days’ output. 

Increasing concern is expressed 
about the lateness of the corn crop 
in the northern sections of the main 
belt. Observers report that there is 
little or no sign of firing as yet, with 
stalks and leaves a lush green and 
ears in the milk or soft dough stage 

It seems certain that considerable 
soft corn is likely this year unless 
frost is unusually late. There is an 
active demand for feeder cattle in 
the Corn Belt as farmers get ready 
to feed the soft corn to avoid spoil- 
age 


Pacific N.W. Trade 
Quiet as Buyers 
Work Off Inventories 


Formula feed trade was quiet this 
week in the Pacific N.W., with buy- 
ers watching developments on new 
crop grains and using up current in- 
ventories of proteins 

Formula feed prices dropped $2 a 
ton, and further declines were indi-
